Belleville Men in 
Railroad Smash-up 


ACCIDENT NEAR ERNESTIOWN— 
ENGINEER GEO. TEALE WAS IN- 
SURED, THOUGH NOT DANGER- 
OUSLY. 


“A rear-end collision oecurred on the 
Vimo of the Grand Trunk Railway at 
Ernesttown this .orning, resulting 
in considerable damage being dane to 
rollimg stock, but fortunately no cnc 
was seriously injurcd. The first re- 
ports reecived were to the effect that 
Engineer George Teale, of this city, 
tad been seziously injured. and other 
amembers of the trains’ crews durt.> 
This proved to be untrue. 

* The accident occurred at abou 

ths morning and at the time it was 
rainins thard and very dark. Engine 
No. 983 -was in charge of Engineer 
{Wim. B. Gorton. of this city, and the 
fireman mwas George Edwards, also of 
this city. This was a fast freight 
train castward bound. At this time 
No. 3 passenger trains westward 
bound, was about duo to arrive at 
Ernssttownand the freg{zht pulled in 
to a siding to allow ber to pass. Af- 
ter the express ‘had pansed the freight 
train was backing out ftom the aid 
ing to take the main line, in order.

‘The 
engi of this train was also manned 
by Belleville men, namely, Enzineor 
Geo.

“ederal , Governinent might prevent 
the consummation of the plans for, a 
strike settlement, if any such were 
maturing. While recognizing the fu- 
tility of efforts to end the strike 
that could accomplish nothing, it 
wna stated that the President was 
anxious that the end of the strike 
should be brought about at the earli- 
est possible moment, and that if the 
Attorney-General, or any other mem- 
ber of the Cabinet, could devise a 
method by which the President could 
proceed that he would not hesitate to 
adopt it, unless, meanwhile, assur- 
antes of a settlement were receivtd.

against the grent and growing na- 
tional evil of strong drink. The text 
is Proverbs xxiii, 32, “At the last it 
biteth like 9 serpent and stingeth like 
an adder,”’ 

My father has now been dead about 
six months. Since his demise I havo 
received scores of letters from many 
Parts of this country asking nie to 
define iny position on the temperanco 
question. Only yesterdgy a strong,- 
egrnest plea caine from one of the 
New England States which went 
something like this: ‘‘Your father’s 
voice always rang true in his hatred 
for the wine'’cup. Will you not come 
to our aid; and help the thousands of 
mothers who have drunken sons and 
the wives who have drungen hus- 
bands fight this relentless cuciny of 
God and the home?’’ It is in answer 
lo these Ictters that J shall state my 
belic! and position upon the temper- 
anco question, -But I speak with oa 
broader purpose than merely to grati- 
fy curiosity. I want every man, wo- 
inan and child who hates the saloon 
and Who is consecrated for a combin- 
ed combat against this arch fiend of 
the centurics to look upon me os a 
brother And a comrade. 1 pledge my- 
self as the colleague of every foe of 
the intoxicating cup. At every op- 
portunity, with voice and pen, I will 
thrust at this serpentine monster. It 
shall be my alin, ns.it should be the 
aim of every one of God's ministers, 
to rally, with all tha influences at his 
command,+the enemics of this hither- 
to Invincible and unconquered foe of 
the human race. May God grent‘us 
to live to sce the day when the fangs 
of this mighty monster shall havo 
been. extracted and when its head 
skall have been crushed and its vile 
carcass dismembered under th: ad- 
vancing hoofs of the white chargers 
of the gospeh army. gi) 

The evil of intoxication is a uni- 

versal curse. It long. slimy, twist- 
ing coils spread over every land and 
aro visible in every walk of life. 
There is hardly a man or woman sit- 
ting tefore me who has not had at 
least one near relative who has been 
cursed by the fatal bite of this crawl- 
ing. insidious cnemy. Perhaps that 
near Teletive wus a father, a moth- 
er, an tnzle, an aunt, a brother, a 
sister, a wife, a husband or a child. 
Alas, many of us can say: We “have 
not cnly had cn3, but many of our 
relatives and friend who have gone 
down into drunkards’ graves after 
they have lived the hopeléss and bu- 
manly helpless, degraded earthly ex- 
istence of the drunkard. Even as I 
am preparing this sermon news is 
published that a inan who has filled 
high places in the service of his coun- 
try, who bore a name konured in our 
history, has lost his life in a brawl 
in which he would mever have becn 
involved if he had not indulged in 
intoxicating drink. 
» Solomon compared the sin of in- 
toxicxtion to. the writhings and 
twistings of n serpent and to the 
stinging of an adder because at that 
time poisonous serpents, were every- 
where. Every thicket wos filled with 
a constellation of their gleaming 
eyes. Every desert wns the home o} 
the puff adder, lying half buried in 
the sand. E-very swamp was the re- 
treat of the Water viper. Every hill- 
side had for the traveler a warning 
hiss or rattle. Even unto this day 
many of the countries of the east are 
overrun with poisonous reptiles. In 
India alone over 50,000 inhabitants 
annually die from: poisonoys snake 
biles. . 

The deadly serpent can multiply al- 
most indefinitely in the wild, unde 
veloped region of a virgin soil. Hum- 
boldt, the celebrated German scicn- 
Ust, gave this description of one of 
hiy travels: ‘In the savannas of Es- 
sequibo, in Guiana, I suw the most 
Wonderful and terrible of spectacles. 
We wore ten men on horseback, twa of 
whom took the lead in order to 
found the passages, while I preferred 
t6 skirt the groen forest. One of the 
bilnck men who formed the vanguard 
returned ot full gallop and said to 
me, - ‘Come here, sir, and see ser- 
rents in a pile.” He pointed out to 
me sotething ‘elevated in the middle 
of the saYannas which appeured like? 
a pile of arms. One of iny 
companions = said: “This must 
be one thos . assemblages 
of serpents which heap them- 
selves cn Tach other after aw violent 
tempest. I have heard of such, hut 
have never secn eny. Let us be cau- 
fious and’net go too near.’ When wo 
were within twenty paces of it, the 
terror of our horses prevented our 
hearer approach, to which, however, 
bono of us was inclined. Suddenly 
the pyramided mass becume agitated. 
Frightful . hissingn -issued from it. 
Thousarals of serpents rolled spirally 
on each other. They shot their bid- 
cous heads out of the‘circles, present- 
ing their flery eyes at us. I then 
thought what could be the design of 
this numerous assemblage. 1 con- 
cluded that this species of serpent 
Crended some colos#al enemy and 
thoy united themselves, after having 
tecn this cnomy, in order to attack 
or resist it in the mass."* So to-day. 
the serpents of the wine cup attack 
singly or cn © masse. They are ev- 
erywhere and fnd their prey in all 
jan‘s of society. The widespread 
curse of the wine cup was very strik- 
ingly compared to the fatal serpents 
of the Solomente cra. which were al- 
nost everywhere, But, unlike the 
serpents which have almost disap- 
feared before our advancing clviliza- 


of 


| tien, The trails of the adders of in- 




















foricaticn are .even more multitudl- 
Hous now than over before. . 

The serpents: of intoxication have 
increased xO rapidly that they are 
now innumerable. We hear their Liss 
in almost every legislative hall. We 
see their eyes gleaming out ‘of al- 
inost every palace. We find them ]y- 
ing under <he orange blossoms of the 
zuarriage altar. as Well as in the do- 
tention hospitals for. the patients tho 
havo their Aponis filled with the coil- 
ing serpents of delirium tremens. We 
find many of otr statesmen paralyzed 
by tho glance of an adder’s cyes, as 
a peor, little frightened sparrow 
might tremble and crouch until she 
fulls into the’ open mouth of the 
hlacksnake which has charmed her. 
We find that even a few of the minis- 
ters who fill the pulpits of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ are terrorized by the 
sight of the serpent Of intoxication, 
because th? “rich brewer may be the 
president of the board of trustees or 
the wealthy distiller’s fainily may be 
the largest contributors to the finan 
cial support ot tne enuren. Sine <ow 
of, sinful - intoxicants is universal, 
thorefore all Christian people — and 
that includes’ you and me — should 
band th:mselves together for its ex- 
tinction. _ We should deal with -tho 
serpent of strong drink in the same 
way tho travelers over the western 
prairies deal with tho ratticsnakes. 
There it is a universally obeyed law 
that overy man shall kill every rat- 
Ucsnake ho may sce. It ought also 
to be a universally obeyed Christian 
law that overy . Christian should 
strike at the hideous head of the Sa- 
tanic- adder of intoxication whenever 
it reveols itself or lifts its fatal pois- 
onous fangs to strike. 

There‘aro four distinct. reasons for 
hating this serpentine ‘evil of intoxi- 
cants, four distinct reasons ta wage 
against it unsparing nnd relentless 
Warfare. Tho first is because the ser- 
pent of intoxicants destroys , man’s 
brain, dethroning his reason and ut- 
terly ruining his mental cupacity for 
any kind of important work. As ga 
merchant he will enter into wildcat 
speculations until often his whole 
fortune is swept away. As a Ehysi- 
cinn he will unfit himself-for the sick- 
rooin. As a lawyer he ville ruin his 
Practice, because he can no longer 
Plead in the courtroom ashe once 
could plead. And everywhere the cry 
will be raise! about this poor, drunk- 
en mental wreck, no matter in. what 
tphere of life he may live: © ‘Make 
May! Make wayt Leave him alone! 
Tle drinks! Ie drinkst’* 

The evil results'of a man’s mind 
long weakened by intoxicants are 
very farreaching. We ‘read with 
amazement how a boa cgnstrictor can 
swallow down a calfor kid or deer 
appar@itly five times wider than the 
natural sizo of the serpent’s throat. 
Dut every country boy has secn tho 
Scye phenomenon upon a small scale, 
Wt snake with o throat hardly larger 
than your little finger will give chase 
to a lorge, fat toad. It will then 
gather together the two hind Iegs of 
the toad und by suction slowly draw 
the wholo body down its throat and 
into the stoinnch. ‘Then, if the coun- 
try boy will pick the snake by the 
tail and enap him as he would a 
whipcord, the serpent'si mouth will 
open and the toad will be ejected, 
alive and well, ay was Jcenah when 
thrown from the mouth of the big 
fish after he*had been voyaging for 
three days in its internal cavity. 
But, though ‘the student of serpentol- 
ogy may wondcr at the size of a bis 
toad which a small snake is able to 
strallow, his worderment ought to be 
as nothing compared to the utter as- 
tonishment with which he secs the 
huge meal which tho serpent tof intox- 
fication can swallow after the brain 
of its victim has been wrecked by 
strong drink.

Collingwood, Oct. 2. — In. jail, 
charged with conspiring to murder 
his aged mother, ix William Henry 
Brown. . This ix the startling cli- 
max of vague rumors which have dis- 
¢turbed Collingwood for several days. 
The prisoner is in a complete state 
of collapse. The accusation is made 
by John Rose of Toronto, and the 
miserable prisuner confesses 
there is some foundatidhy for the 
statement of Rose, involving him, 
but asserts,; with the greatest vigor, 
that it was the Toronto man who 
suggested the crime. Ths alleged 
motive was to sccure insurance on 
the woman's life. He denies that he 
really conspired to cause his moth- 
er’s death. ‘The preliminary hearing 
will occur here to<Jay before .Magis- 
trate Nettleton. W,. T. Allan has 
been retained to defend Brown. 

The accused jx a man of family, 
quite well off, and. stands well in Col- 
lingwood. He has resided here 15 
years, and is chicf fireman for the lo- 
cal clectric light) plant. Lased upon 
the copy of Statement furnished 
him by Crown Attorney Curry of To- 
ronto,’ Crown Attorney Cottcr of 
Barrie, telephoned Chief of Police 
Fred Maiden nt noon to arrest 
Brown. ‘The officer drove to the wat- 
er works. A Jittle  gray-bearded 
quan, covered with coal dust, stood in 
the door as the heck drovo up. He 
leaned on a shovel. 

The Arrest. 

“There's my man."' observed the of- 
ficer, us tho vehicle stopped. Mrown 
apparently divined the situation. He 
stepped back trembling and stuck 
his shovel into the ashes of the boil- 
er pit. 

“Billy, I have come to arrest you,” 
Jaconically remarked the officer. , 

“My God, has it come to this?’ he 
Wriled. 

After a moment's silence he con- 
tinued, while tears began to trickle 
slowly through the grime on his face. 
“Where is that man Rose? He has 
got me into this. My God, what 
shall Ido? I nm in a hole."* He was 
forced to sit down from treakness.

“Good-bye, Billy,"* sorrowfully re- 
marked Genera!

The kind words provoked a fresh 
outburst of, grief,-and tbe prisoner 
tumbled into the seat. buried his face 
in his hands, moaning and tremb- 
ling. 

“E am in a box and can’t 
out,"’ he constantly mumbled. 

What Brown Says. 

Just before being locked up Brown 
said: ‘‘Rose did this. I don’t know 
where. It was he came to me, bat 
he did it all. I admit T gave him 
$10 twice, but it was a loan; he was 
out of money, but I won't talk un- 
til I see « solicitor. I am in a box, 
andI think I ought to have a Jaw- 
yer."" 

Chief Maiden took him across the 
street and he consulted with Coun- 
sellor Allan an hour. Then he was 
taken to jail. 

Lawyer Allan said: ‘“There is noth- 
ing in this case, my client tells me. 
He has not confessed. We are ready 
for » hearing to-morrow, and they 
can’t hold him, ~I admit there are 
Some unusual features wbout this case 
hut this ian is not guilty of the 
horrible charge.” 

The Mother’s Story.

Children’s minds will be strength- 
ened, their work made easier and thelr 
ambition stimulated if they can be 
made to feel toward duty that It is 
not repulsire, but that it offers an op- 
portunity for achievement, an oppor- 
tunity for every indiridual to prove his 
Worth and that he deserres to succeed. 
If duty can be strongly developed in 
the mind of a young child, the effect 
will remain through life and make that 
child's existence useful. % 

Parents should impress upon thelr 
children—and young people should im- 
press upon themselves—the fact that a 
sense of duty is the nobicst, most man- 


ly and at the same tlme most woman | 


ly of qualities. ‘ 

The naveraze small boy thinks that 
there is something “soft” about a duti- 
ful boy. He should be taught that 
what made Washington a fighter and 
Lincoln great among his fellows was 
nothing else than a sense of duty to 
their.country. 

What makes a fireman brave Is a 
sense of duty. A sense of duty Is at 
the foundation of every effort made to 
proride for children, to mect the obli- 
gations of life honestly. . 

The German philosopher Fichte, as 
admirable a moral character as the 
world bas known, cxemplifics as per- 
fectly as any the beauty of a life in- 
spired by a sense of duty, and It Is a 
life which may be well studied by 
those enzazed In shaping the charac- 
ter of the young, 

‘The very keynote of his philosophical 
system was based on duty. “Unsere 
Welt ist das versinnlichte Material un- 
serer Pilicht,” sald be, 

This idea—that our world is but the 


-material Incarnation of our duty—be 


taught, and, what fs more, he practiced 
what he preached. 

One preacher who practices his 
preachings thoroughly Js worth many 
of the other kind, no matter how elo- 
quent the others. And Fichte prac 
tlced his beliefs. When he was poor 
and.a young tutor, he set a good ex- 
ample to every teacher. As a tutor he 
made his living, but be knew that his 
duty to the child Intrusted to him was 
the principal thing. .lUe knew also 
that every child is really formed in 
character and morals by the Inflcence 
of its parents. 

Fichte kept a journal devoted to the 
attitude of his employers toward tkeir 
ehild—his puplL Every week he ‘told 
them the mistakes they had made and 
held them accountable for spoiling the 
ebild through flattery, too much kind- 
ness, Hl Judged severity or in what- 
ever way. Strange to say, the parents 
actually put up with this for two 
whole years, s0 great was thelr ad- 
miration for the young tutor’s moral 
character. 

Duty well ingrained in the sont will 
Leep a man on the right path in casy 
times and In hand \times. Fichte js 
quoted here bec2use no man better 
than he proves the powcr of a sense 
of duty. In small things duty guided 
Lim, and jt guided Lim at the end. 

Te was just past the half century of 
his age and bad been gloriously suc- 
cessful He had been called to the 
cage ipullosoply at Berlin, and no 
teach truth had ever been more 
loved or more admired. On a certain 
day he was to lecture, and be had cho- 
sen “Duty” for Lis subject. Elis couz- 
try was at war and threatened with 


‘invasion and xbsolute annibilation of 


her liberties. ~~ 

Fichte, who had talked much of the 
Uttle duties of life, tatked on this day 
of man’s duty to his country. The 
sound of drums calling for conscripts 
frequenuly futerrupted bis lecture. He 
told the listening young man that each 
man‘s duty Is to lend his Individual 

trength and fe to his country In 
tme of danger, It was a maryclous 
cddrexs, and it ended well, 

for at the close he sald to his great 
crowd of admiring students: “This 
course of lectures will be suspended 
until the end of the campaign. We 
shall resume them In a free country or 
die in the attempt to recover her free 
dom.” 

Fichte left his tectare platform to en- 
Ust as a simple soldier, and, necdless 
to say, his students followed bis exam- 
ple in crowds, That was at the be 
finning of the campaign of 18]3. but 
the example is good enough to list un- 
til now and for many bundred years 
tocome. A year later, aged Ofty-two. 
he died. He caught the fever while 
caring for those afiicted, among others 
for bis own wife, who bad gone wilh 
the army as nurse. s 

Make duty a strong part of your 
cbild’a or your pupil's moral educa- 
tlon-™A sense of duty Impels men to 
struggle on and do their best even In 
the face of failure: a sense of duty Im- 
pels the successful man to make good 
use of his succvsa., The bidrous, emp- 
ty, selfish lives of the self indulgent 
class are based upon utter lack of the 
sense of duty. in the education of a 
eLild moral teachings should come 
first: in a child's mental equipment 
moral qualities should be first consid- 
ered. By example, precept, arcument 
and through history impress upon your 
children the fact that without a sense 
of duty they are unworthy of the op 
portunities that life offers to wen in 
this vrorld.

GREATLY PLEASED. WITH ENG-

Speaking at St. Mary's Chureh last 
night Rev. Father O'Dyryer, who bas 
just returned from a typ tu Lreland, 
seid that after an absence of tour 
months he sd not think, it would be 
considered out of place if he expreased 
ths ss on he felt at being back 
in (Winnipeg and at.St. Bfary’s His 
holiday had bren a most enjoyable 
on>. He found, of coun, dear old 
Ueland m exactly the xame place, but 
in mgoy respects much changed, and 
that for the better. Front a material 
standpoint thore was no doubt Ireland 
bad made great progress dumng the 
last Mfteen or twenty years, and the 
only thing, now. left to complain of 
was the insecurily of leaseholders, who 
were afraid to jinprove their land, as 
the Inndlord} might take advantage 
of tis to inbrease Lhe rents: He thad 
great hopes, however, that. this would 
soon be remedied. To a Catholiopriest 
visiting Ireland one of the most pon- 
esoling features of tbe country was tho 
intense faith and piety o8 the people: 
Tho grand edifices “erected overy- 
where to the glory of God and «he un- 
mense congregations that attended the 
public services were convincing evi- 
denoo that Ireland still is; Qe ct al- 
ways had: bean, the ‘“Isle of Gants. 
Th: principal thing, however, that in- 
terested him in Ireland and England 
wai the system of education that pre- 
vatled there. Whilst the people of Ire- 
land had much to complain regarding 
the treatment they had ‘n ‘the past 
reotiyed from the English Government 
they must acknowledge that-in no 
country of the world were Catholics 
so free to practice their religion, and 
in nv country was Chtholico education 
better fostered and aastated than it is 
to-day in Irciand and England #y the 
British Government. He could not 
aprak too higbly of the way in which 
Catholic education in Ireland had been 
fostered by the English Government 
during tho past few years... In the 
first place he could not conceive no 
better system of providing teachers 
than prevailed now in both England 
and ‘Ireland, and to’ khow, how scrunt- 
ficently the Government assisted pdu- 
cation he. gave the amounts paid ‘to 
various schools and establishments be 
visited {n' différent garts of doth coun- 
tries. These mugnificent grants, he 
said, were paid to schools taught’ by 
nuns and other members’ of religious 
orders, for the English Government 
were not so narrow apinded -in -Z2his 
matter that they considered the garb 
worn by a teacher. What the Eng- 
lush Government wanted was practical 
results, and if the ‘novos or other re- 
ligious teachers showed by results 
that they possessed the neceagary qual- 
ifications they received most generous

BEODRICK TO HICKS-BEACH.

Former Chancellor of Exchequer Most 
Vafortunate in His Criticisms. 


London, Oct. 4.—Responding to tho 
toast, “His Majesty's Ministers,"” at 
adinner at Farnham Jast night, Mr. 
Brodrick, Secretary of War, combat- 
ted tho criticisms of the War Ollice, 
uttered by Sir, Michael Hicks-Beach, 
former Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
in his spécch at Bristol Sept. 29, 
when Sir Michael said the War Office 
was chiefly responsible for the in- 
crease in national expenditure. 

Mr. Drodrick said Sit Michacl had 
told the people the War Office was in 
necd of driustic reforms, but one 
ought to make allowances for him. 
The War Office hud not met the de- 
gree of ill-success in carrying out the 
South African war which people were 
inclined to attribute to it, sald Mfr, 
Brodtick, and he characterized the 
‘assertion pf the former Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, that the War Office 
was subjected to outside influence, as 
most unfortunate. . : 

He said every one of the higher 
officers of the War Office had been the 
“architect of his own fortune and that 
in every appointment in the new 
army corps the War Office had had 
the joint authority and advice of 
Earl Roberts and Lord Kitchener. 

Mr, Brodrick contended that =the 
army was ao better profession than 
people generally thought, but he said 
the reforms ‘now in progress must 
tuke time to develop.

Wife in the Arm. 


















Terrible Ending of Domestic Yriction in 
m= Farmi Household Near Sault Bte. 
Marie, Ont.— irs Hale May Die— 
Murderer Fiees to the Woods and Will 
Probably Not Ue Taken Alive—Pursult 
Is Actire. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., Oct. 4.— 
Noah Hale, a farmer of Korah town- 
ship, about six miles from Sault Ste. 
Marie, shot and killed bis son Frank, 
a yotng man about 25 years of age, 
and wounded his wife in the arm, 
leaving her for dead. 

Friction existed in the family anil 
Ars. Hale left her husband to. live 
with her son, Wale possesses a vio- 
lent temper, and after a quarrel two 
weeks ago his wife appeared against 
himin the Police Court. He was 
hound over to keep the peace, and 
since then has been in an ugly mood 
towards the family. 

Yesterday morning Hale Icft his 
own home on his murderous yaission 
before daylight. His daughters did 
not know he wus out of the house till 
they got up to prepare breakfast He 
returned about this time in an excit- 
ed state and carrying his gun. He 
left the house, saying he was going 
to bring in the cows, and has not 
Deen seen since. ‘The daughters think 
he secured a bottle of carbolic acid 
that was in the house, He also took 
his gun with him. 

Special constables and the regular 
police force are scouring the woods 
for him, but those who #new hiin say 
he wilt not be taken alive. 

Mrs. Hale is too wenk to be able 
to tell a connected story of the tragy 
edy. Her condition is serious, as she 
is suffering as much [rom shock and 
fright as from actual wounds. When 
the murderer appeared at the home 
of Frank Hale, where the mother 
was stopping, he raised his gun with- 
out giving warning, and the charge 
entered the young man’s body. The 
murderer then fired at his wife, who 
fell unconscious, and Ilale probably 
left with the impression that he had 
killed her. _ 

Mrs. Hale recovered consciousness, 
however, and made her way to a 
neighbor’s house, where she raised an 
alarm. The police of the Soo were at 
once notified and a Iarge number of 
the countryside arc in pursuit, with 
small chances of taking the murderer 
alive. Ho is certain to take poison’ 
or kill himself with his gun. 

The’ murderer is an Englishman by 
birth and [s about 65 years of age. 
He has been a resident of Korah 
township for a number of years. The 
murdered son, the wounded wife and

LOST TRIBE OF ESQUIMAUX DISCOV- 
ERED ON HUDSON BAY ISLAND. 


Uriil Recently Its Members Never Sawa 
White Man—Thelr Huts Arp Made of 
‘Whale Skuli#-Nor Have They Any 
Knowledge of Metals—The Fuacts of 
the Discovery Are Well Established. 


There has becn discovered upon one 
of the islands of Hudson Bay the 
remnant of a lost tribe of Esqui- 
maux, a conununity which has been 
for centuries “without. intercourse 
with any other representatives of the 
humah species, “and whose members 
never, until quite recently, had an 
opportunity of secing a white man. 
‘The facts of the discovery are well 
established, having been reported to 
the Federal authorities by tho tev. 
A. W. Buckland. Mr. Bugkland says 
that these strange people still virtu- 
ally live in the stone age, knowing 
no metals. + Their habitations are 
bullt entirely of the skulls of whales. 

The home of the tribe’ is upon 
Southampton’ Island, a picce of 
Water-girt land nearly as Jarge as the 
State of Maine, lying at. the extreme 
borth end of Hudson Bay. ‘These 
people or their ancestors have un- 
doubtedly inhabited the island ever 
sinco pre-Columbian days, and at the 
Present time they exist exactly: os 
they must have done then. “Ilaving 
been isolated for so long a period it 
is natural that th uld posscas 
many peculiarities. A tery remark- 
able collection of their utensils, wea- 
Pons of the chase, and other objects 
Was secured by Mr. Buckland, but to’ 
the great regret of the Canadian au- 
thoritics, it was allowed to pass in- 
to the hands of private fersons. 

The huts on the island are built by 
putting together tho great jaws’ of 
whules and then covgring them with 
skins. In the middle of the primitive 
dwellings is a slight elevation, on 
which stands the sfone lamp, em- 
ployed for lighting, heating, cooking, 
and melting snow and drying clothes, 
This lamp is nothing more than an 
open dish of , whale-oil, with a wick 
of dry moss soaked in fat. 

The whalo is the chief means of 
subsistence of these poor people. 
They use the bone for many pur- 
poses, making .plates and cups and 
toboggan-like sleds. They also manu- 
facture sledges of walrus tusks, with 
deer antlers for crosspicce. The mef- 
bers speak a dialect peculiar to. them= 
selves and they arc the most daring 
of hunters. Not more than sixteen 
members of the tribe now survive. 

Mr. Buckland agrees with the  ex- 
Plorers who disbelieve the story that 
Andree was murdered by the Esqui-" 
monux. Ho has lived for years with: 
these people in their tents, and can- 
not say too much for their kind. 
ness of disposition and readiness to 
assist strangers. He explains the find- 
ing by them of instruments and other 
property by the hypothesis that they 
belonged to the Tyrell brothers, who 
ipgi894 nearly lost their lives near 

tble Island, Hudson Bay, and left 
many valuable articles behind, in- 
cluding their camera, plates, etc. ’ 

Mr. Buckland is confident that An- 
drew will never again be heard from, 
When ho was asked by the Norwegi- 
an Government Inst year to under- 
take a scarch for him, he declined, 
believing that to do so would simply 
mean ao Waste of time and moncy.

convicted. A dozen femalea broke 
down and wept when he was sen- 
tenced. Thcegh watching things close- 
ly I had not put myself forward at the 
trinL Among the Interested ones 1 had 
noticed a handsome girl about twenty, 
and the trial was not balf concluded 
when-I knew that she regarded Dee 
as an Innocent man anda hero, When 
the verdict of guilty was pronounced, 
she fainted away, and the incident 
created some Jocal gossip, 

As nothing more could be done for 
Dee for some time I was about to leave 
the elty, when I received a note asking 
me to call at a certain house. I called 
and met Miss Fay, Dee's courtroom ad- 
milrer and an heiress. She told me that 
she had fallen in lore with Dee and 
that every dollar she had was at his 
Oisposal to save his rieck. When I re- 
piled that it wasn't a question of mon- 
ey and that he wag almost, certain to 
hang after we had exhausted all legal 
dodges, she asked me to remain in 
town until I heard from her again, 

Dee was a far better man fn all 
things than three-fourths of those 
shouting thelr morality, but I felt it 
my duty to tell Miss Fay just where he 
stood. I admitted to her that he was a 
criminal instead of a hero and that 
even ff hjs life was saved through ber 
efforts she could hardly hope he would 
marry her and settle down. Nothing I 
could say would dispel her illusions, 
and she actually became angry at me 
for giving her brotherly acvice, She 
did not tell me what steps she meant 
to take, but I knew by the Hght In per 
eyts that she would hesitate at noth- 
ing. It was seven days before I met 
her again, und I was astonished at the 
work she had done. Dte was confined 
in the county jall, which was as strong 
and safe as n state prison. He had a 
cell at the end of 2 wing, and was 80 
hedged in by bolts, bars, guards and 
steet nnd stone walls that there was 
not the remotest chance for nn escape. 

In a week the girl bad located the 
cell, rented a cottage outside the walls 
and stocked St with.tools and provi- 
sions and lald the plan‘to defeat jus- 
tlce.* The plan was \boldness itself. I 
was to find two trusty men™apnd en- 
sconce myself in the cottage and dig a 
‘tunnel to the cell of the. condemned. 
The distance was 100 fect, and we 
must go under the strect, under the 
yard wall and then under the wall of 
the jail. The cottage was one of three 
and had a space of only twenty fect on 
each side of It. The other cottages 
were owned. by the families occupying 
them, and the people were bound to 
wateh any strangers moving in. To 
aig that tunnel was the work of 
months, and to run its other mouth 
Into a cell was a feat the oldest engl- 
heer and the nerviest sort of a crook 
might well hesitate over. I ridiculed 
the whole plan at once, but Miss Fay 
took it up polnt by point, and so well 
aid she argue that after three or four 
“hours I agreed that there was one 


chance in a thousand that success’ 


might be achieved. . 
The Orst move was to find a family 
to occupy the cottage. It was not very 
dificult for me to get hold of an oldish 
woman who would assist us to carry 
the scheme through; She opened a 
boarding house, but took fu only three* 
men of us. We were supposed to be 
rallroad men and to come and go be 
fore daylight and after dark. Now and 
then we did come andygo, but it was 
only to decelve the neighbors: As soon 
as we settled In the house we began 
work on the tunnel, ard we never put 
in tess than fourteen hours out of the 
twenty-four. The two men with me 
knew what they were belng pald for 
and could be depended upon. The cel- 
lar of the cottage gave us room for the 
dirt excavated, and It scemed as If 
luck was with us from the start. It 
was winter, with but few people pass- 
ing on the side street, and the ground 
being hard frozen there was less dan- 
ser of the roof of the tunnel falling In, 
One can run n ditch on the surface 
as straight as ao rule, but when yuu 
come to run @ tunnel it is a different 


thing. We bad sewers and gas dnd 
s¥ater pipes and beds of rock to look 
for, and the far end must reach a cer- 
tain cell inside the jail.’ To say that 
I sweat blood over that job would be 
drawing it mild. We went over or un-‘ 

; wer the plpes in the street, made a 
couple of elbows to arold big rocks,” 
and fpatly reached the prison wall 
From thé wall we were to go under a 
coal shed until reaching the prison 
wall,.and tsere would be no chance 
to take sights above ground. For- 
tunatelg for us we struck an old aban- 
doved sewer, ond this saved us at 
least 2 month's digging. We followed 
it up to the prison wall and then we 
were twenty-tive feet frofa the spot 
we, wanted to reach. 

The jail had a cellar, but under only 
two-thirds of the space.” The new wing 
rested on a bed of rock and cement. 
In the diffict#t work we had to: get 
around the pipes we progressed only 
by inches. Toward the last of our 
work Miss Fay called at the cottage 
,of a night and even crept into the tun- 
nel. She made the arrangements for 
the future, and I ajone was taken into 
her confidence, 

At last there came a night when we 
began work on the flagstones forming 
the floor of Dec’a cell. I had got a 
note to him, and he knew what we 
were doing. It was two nights later 
before we broke: through and he 
dropped .down among us, As we 
emerged Into the cellar of the cottage 
I halted to tell him_the story of the 
girl, and when I had fulshed it 1 sald: 

“You must make a choice. You 
must elther marry the girl and settle 
down to an honest life, or 1 will give 
you up to the prison authorities be- 
fore you can leave the house.’ 

He did not hesitate. He was touched 
by her devotion and glad enough of 
an opportunity to drop his profession. 
In an bour be was at the appointed 
place. She was there to grect him and 
a clergyman was there to marry them, 
Then they went away int6 hiding, and 
it was months later before they crossei 
the sea to make a Home in a forelgn 
land. The escape and the tunnel were 
discovered, of course, but the cottage 
was empty and the late occupants 
could not be traced. While I rejoiced 
over Dee's good luck, I really felt more 
solid satisfaction over tle success of 
my tunnel, The newspapers, on the au- 

thority of the city engincer, pronounced 
it a splendid plece of work, and added 
that the designer must have ability of 
no mean order. I had come out to an 
inch of the spot almed at, and I had 
taken a prisoner out. of one of the 
strongest jails in the world. ‘ 





Remarkable Reasons For Duels. 

Colonel Montgomery was shot In a 
duel about a dog; Colonel Ramsey fn 
one about a servant; Mr, Featherstone 
in one about.a recruit; Sterne’s father 
in one about 2 goose, and auother gen- 
tleman in one gbout a bottle of an- 
chovies. One officer was challenged 
for merely asking his opponent to pass 
him a goblet; another was compelled 
to fight about a pinch of snuff. Gen- 
eral Barry was challenged by a Cap- 
tain Smith for declining wine at a din- 
ner on 2 steamboat, although the gen- 
eral pleaded ns an excuse that wine In- 
varlably made him sick, and Liewten- 
ant Cowther lost his fe in a duel be- 
cause he was refused admittance to a 
club of pigeon shooters. 

In 1777 a duel. occurred In New York 
between Lieutenant Featherstonebaugh 
of the Serenty-fifth and Captain Me- 
Pherson of the Forty-second British 
regiment {n regard to the manner of 
eating an ear of corn,’one contending 
that the eating was from the cob and 
the other contending that the grain 
should be cut off from the cob before 
eating. Lieutenant Featherstonehaugh 
lost his right arm, the ball from his an- 
tagonist’s pistol shattering the iimb, 
fearfully, so much so that it bad to be 
amputated, Major, Noah lost bis life 
in 1827 at the dueling ground at Ho- 
boken In a simple dispute about what 
was trumps fn a game of cards.—Lon- 
don Tit-Bits.

ELECTRICITY AIDS PLANTS. 
Quicker Growth Shown in Experiments 
by Dre. Lemstrom. . 


London, Oct. 6.—Dr. Lemstrom of 
Heisginfors University, has been ex- 
perimenting on the. effect of an clec- 
trical discharge on the growth of 
“our seeds of barley, wheat 
and. rye were sown in pots, the soil 
being connected electrically with the 
ground. Above the pogs was sus- 
pended an insulated network of wire, 
with a number of points of a Holz 
machine so connected that in some 
of the pots the electric current passed 
from tho metal work to the earth, 
while in others it passed in the re 
verse direction. 

. For five hours daily electricity was 
caused tal puss through thg soil, 
which was kept damp. After eight 
weeks the height of the plants, affect- 
ed by the current was found to be 40 
per cent, greater than those to which 


[no current had been applied.

A less distinguished candidate for 
the infamy was one Willlam Howlett, 
actually condemned to death after the 
restoration for a part he never played 
and only saved from the gallows by 
the urgent efforts of a few citizens 
who swore that Brandon did the deed. 
Brandon was not available for retribu- 
tion. He had died in his bed six 
months after Charies was beheaded 
and had been hurried ignominiously 
into his grave in Whitechapel church- 
yard. As public executioner of London 
he could hardly escape his destiny, but 
it 19 said that remorse and horror 
shortened bis days. Id his supposed 
“Confession,” a tract widely circulated 
at the time, he claims that he was 
“fetched out of bed by a troop of 
horse” and carried against -his-will to 
the scaffold; also that he was paid £30, 
all in half crowns. for the work and 
had “an orange stuck full of cloves 
and a handkerchief out of the king’s 
pocket.” The orange he’ sold for 10 
shillings in Rosemary lane.—Harper’s 
Magazine.

Washington, Oct. 5.—Former Sena- 
tor Chandler, of New Hampshire, who

ly. Mr. Chandler holds that to do 
this the Gayernment would not have 
to acquire title. Although the 
mines are private property, he points 
out that coal is a public ncecasity, 
and that the. Federal Government has 
authority to take measures far rt- 
lief when a public necessity_is jmpos- 
sible of procurement and the public 
avelfare ondangered. — Or. Chandler 
believes that the mines could bs oser> 
ated by the Govermment along lines 
mtisfactaty to the labor element, and, 
in case an understanding was reached 
between the operators and miners at 
m time when the pablic need for fudl 
avaa not critical, the mines could Be 
released to their owners. ‘In case of 
seizure of the mincs, Mr. Chondler 
Jolds that the Government could 
either pay -gn uccount. for the coal 
anined, or purchase the mines out- 
right, the latter result to be attain- 
ed by means of ccndemnation proceed-

YOUR SENSE OF DUTY 


CULTIVATE IT TO THE EXTREME 
LIMIT: OF YOUR ABILITY. 


Xt Is the Neblest, Most Manly and at 
the Same Time Most Womanly of 
Qualities—The Real Basia of Edu- 
cation and Success. 


Teachers and parents sre asked to 
consider the statement that a sense of 
duty is the foundation of real educa- 
tion and the basis of success. What- 
ever bas been achiered of real impor- 


tance in the world has been based up- 


on a sense of duty. Religion Itself is 
founded upon doty, and its main teach- 
ings deal with questions of duty—the 
duty of men and women toward each 
other and toward thelr Creator. 

Children’s minds will be strength- 
ened, thelr work made easier and their 
ambition stimulated if they can be 
made to feel toward duty that It is 
not repulsive, but that it offers an op- 
portunity for achlerement, an oppor- 
tunity for every individual to prove his 
worth and that he deserves to succeed. 

If duty can be strongly developed in 
the mind of a-yoang child, the effect 
will remain through life and make that 
child's existence useful. 

Parents should Impress upon their 
cbildren—and young people rxbould {m- 
Press upon themselves—the fact that a 
sense of duty Is the noblest, most man- 
ly and at the same time most woman- 
ly of qualities. 

The average small boy thinks that 
there Is something “soft” about a dutl- 
ful boy. He should be taught that 
what made Washington a fighter and 
Lincoln great among bis fellows was 
nothing else than a sense of duty to 
thelr country. 

What makes a fireman brave !s a 
sense of duty.. A sense of duty [s at 
the foundation of every effort made to 
provide for children, to mect the obll- 
gations of life henestly. 

The German philosopher Fichte, as 
admirable a moral character as the 
wortd has known, exemplifies as per- 
fectly as any the beauty of a life in- 
splred by a sense of duty, and it is a 
fe which may be well studied by 
those engaged In shaping the charac 
ter of the young. 

The very keynote of his philosophical 
system was based on duty. “Unsere 
Welt ist das versinnlichte Material un- 
serer Pfilcht,” sald be. 

This Idea—that our world 1s but the 
material incarnation of our duty—be 
taught, and, what Is more, he practiced 
what he preached. 

One preacher who practices his 
preachings thoroughly fs worth many 
of the otber kind, no matter how elo- 
quent the others, And Fichte prac 
ticed his beliefs. When he was poor 
and a young tutor, be set a good ex- 
ample to every teacher. As a tutor he 
made his living, but he knew that bis 
duty to the child intrasted to him was 
the printipal thing. He knew also 
that every chiki is really formed in 
character and morals by the Influence 
of its parents. 

Fichte kept a journal devoted to the 
attitude of bis employers toward their 
cbhiid—his pupil. Every week he told 
them the mistgkes they had made and 
held them accountable for spolling the 
child through fattery, too much kind- 
ness, ll judged severity or In what- 
ever way. Strange to say, the parents 
actually put up with this for two 
whole years, so great was their ad- 
miration for the young tutor’s moral 
character. 

Duty well tngrained In the soul will 
Keep 2 man on tbe right path In easy 
times and in hard times. Fichte is 
quoted bere because no man better 
than be proves the power of a sense 
of duty. In small things duty guided 
him, and It guided him at the end. 


He was just past the half century of ,| {1° 


bis age and bad been gloriously suc- 
cessful fle had been called to the 
chair of philosophy at Berlin, and no 
teacher of truth had ever been more 
loved or mere admired. On a certain 
day he was to lecture, and he had cho- 
‘sen “Duty” for his subject. His coun- 
try was at war and threatened with 
invasion and absolute annihilation of 
her liberties, 

Richte, who had talked much of the 
Uttle duties of life, talked on this day 
of man's daty to bis country. The 
sound of drums calling for conscripts 
frequently interrupted bis lecture. He 
told the listening young man that each 
man’s duty Is to lend bis Individual 
strength and life to bis country In 
time of danger. It was a, marvelous 
address, and St ended well. 

For at the close he sald to his great 
crowd of admiring students: “This 
course of Icctures will be suspended 
until the end of -the campaign, We 
shall resume them In a free country or 
dle in the attempt to recover her free 
dom.” : 

Fichte left his lecture platform to en- 
Ust as a simple soldier, and, needless 
to say, his students followed his exam- 
ple in crowds, That was at the be 
ginolng of the campaign of 1813, but 
the example Js good enough to last un- 
til now and for many hundred yvars 
to come. A year later, aged fifty-two, 
he dled. He cauzht the fever while 
caring for those afflicted. among others 
for hls own wife, who bad gone with 
the army as nurse. 

Make duty a strong part of your 
child's or your pupil's moral educa- 
tion. A sense of duty Impels men to 
struggle on and do thelr best even In 
the face of failure; a sense of duty Im- 
pels the successful man to make good 
use of his success. The hideous. emp- 
ty, selfish Hvres of the self indulgent 
class are based upon utter lack of the 
sense of duty. In the education of & 
child moral teachings should come 
first; In a child’s mental equipment 
moral qualities should be first consid- 

. ered. By example, precept, argument 
and through history impress upon your 
children the fact that without a sense 
of duty they are unworthy of the 
portunities that life offers to men 
this world.

“A GREAT ORIENTALST. 
+ 


An Appreciative Sketeh of the Life of 
the Late Dr, Stratton. 


The death of Dr. Stratton at Gul- 
murg, India, brings to an untimely 
close the career of tte foremost phil- 
ologian that Canaila has so far pro- 
duced2 ‘Iwo years ago, while abroad 
asa delegate to the Oriental Con- 
Kress wt Kome, he accepted the olfer 
of the position of head of the Oricnt- 
al College at Lahore, India, and reg- 
istrar of the University of Vunjab. 
No Englixhman was found capable of 
the place and after consultation with 
Professor Bloomfield of the Johns 
Hopkins University it was offered to 
Dr. Stratton, who had the rare qual- 
ifications necessary. He was o grad- 
uate of the University of Toronto, 
with the highest honors in classics, 
hy had been a sucecasful teacher of 
classics in the Hamilton Collegiate 
Institute, and had pursued graduate 
study in the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity in which for some years he was 
feliow in Sanskrit, and where he 
gained the reputation of being the 
imiost brilliant student of compara- 
tive philology the uniyersity © had 
had. “At the time of his Indian ap- 
pointment. he was associate in Sans- 
krit in the University of Chicago. 

Weary of climbing the slow ladder 
of promotion in Chicago, and desir 
ous of seeing near at hund the life 
ard country associated with his chief 
studics, Dr. Stratton went to India, 
«onscious of the difficulties and dang- 
ecw of his new position. He had to 
administer the affairs of higher edu- 
cation in the Penjab, as well as give 
professional Icctures in Sanskrit and 
comparative philology in the col- 
lege. It was typical of his thorough- 
ness that he was no sooner entered 
on his work than he learned the ver- 
nacular and wis able to teach the 
Ind‘an classics to native students 
through the medium of Urdu. He 
had rare gifts—not only. the literary 
appreciatinn of the languages, but a 
peculiar genius for languages on their 
scientific side, and for the great prob- 
lems of the Indo-European philology. 
At the time of his death he was pros~ 
ecuting “a monumental worx on the 
Greck stems, part of which was pre- 
sented ag his doctor's thesis in the 
Jobns Hopkins University, and print- 
cd by the press of the University of 
Chienzo. In the furtherance of this 
werk he had mastered all’ the lang- 
uages of Indy-Furopean scholarship, 
an:t gnade vast collections of mater- 
jal, 

Friends of the University of Toron- 
to, had hoped thet when the time 
caine tolfill the chair of comparative 
philology in the university there 
would be opportunity to recall to 
Canada a brilliant scholar in a most 
dificult field. Ths unexpeckd news 
of his death has comne with a great 
shock to his inany friends and assoc- 
iates in“Toronto, DBultimore and Chi- 
cago. 

Dr. Stratton won as high regard 
for his personal qualities as for his 
scholarship. Te had the gentleness, 
modesty and kindliness, as well as the 
cenviction and high aims, that make 
ths nature that is truly great. His 
loss is frreparable.—Fred. H. Sykes; 
in Toronto Glote.

Every morning from now on, tho 
stillness of Hartney — a Manitoba 
prairie town is always quictest when 
the farmers ure busiest in the fields 
—will be invaded by the screcch of 
the steam whistle, writes H. F. G., 
in Toronto Star. These whistles be~ 
long to the threshing outfits, and 
they began their shrill chorus at half 
past six in the morning, not quite 
with the carly inatins of the lark, 
but very shortly after them. The 
Manitoba harvester gets good pay for 
a jong day. Subtracting the noon 
hour for lunch—nnd even that would 
be curtailed if the horses could fecd 
faster—he works from half past six 
in the morning to half past seven at 
night, a stunt of thirteen hours, guid 
every minute of it close packed with 
healthful toil. The last nighthawk 
of g star hos hardly disappeared from 
tke sky when he rises and takes his 
breakfast; and the moon has hung 
out her lamp and the sun’s after- 
glow is fading when he plods — his 
weary homeward but contented way 
to supper. 

The hum of industry encircles Hart- 
ney for miles, a Jow-pitched, vibrant 
note, in which the roar of the separ- 
ator mingles with the chough-chough 
of the engine and the shouts of the 
harvesters. This voice of the wheat 
may be heard. by sharp cars miles 
aay. You sit in the hotel smoking 
room, and the distant rumor of it is 
borne to you on the wideranging 
prairie wind. The big red flour mill 
cross the street, the same flour mill 
that took first prizes at Glasgow Fair 
and Paris Exposition, keeps up ao 
cheerful clatter and embroiders it in 
the grander music of the wheat fields, 
"Tis happy days for the flour mill, 
ani full rations for the hopper. The 
six big red elevators sit up and get 
busy, and. Hartney merchants = rush 
their’ building improvement, and give 
the > drummers big orders, to be in 
readiness for the good times, For 
the list four or five years, Hortney 
has listened te a swelling. chorus of 
whistle echoes, and this year thirty 
new threshing outfits will contribute 
to the orchestra. A threshing outfit 
costs two thousand dollars, and thir- 
ty new threshing outfits in one cis- 
tirct represent mot only a sixty 
thousand dollar investinent, 
many times that omornt of 
dence in the future of the! suntry. 
All the old outfits have bam, eg 
for forty days ahea Sd all tho 
new ones, too, have afew that must 
wait until Winnipeg fas been ransack- 
ed for a working 5%.1. 

A Manitoba th¥eshing in a hundred 
and twenty acp~ wheat field is a sight 
worth seciny’, ‘There are farmers, to 
be sure, o have fourteen hundred 
acres urice wheat, but they rarely 
sow Sn larger fields than a hundred 
anf twenty. jA*wheat field the size 

a down cast form is big enough 
ir all conscience. This particular 
field in which we are taking notes we 
have reached by a six-mile drive ov- 
er the black prairie road from Hart- 
ney. This road runs through that 
heavy © clay loam which is the {nr- 
mer’s delight. It is a beautiful drive 
when the sun js shining and the road 
is dry, but in wet weather the mud is 
more than greedy, and might well 
suck off a man’s overshoces if they 
were not latched and buckled, 

The man who owns this wheat field 
has q half section and carries a har- 
vext staff of six men. The thresher 
outfit provides an engineer,’ a fire- 
man, q seprevator man, a tagger, 2 
kicker, a tanker, and as many pitch- 
ers u8 the farmer has stackers on his 
wazons. Altogether there are per- 
haps twnety men at work in the har- 
veat field. and rot enough at that.

The news of the calling out of the 
entire State Guard caused a anild 
SenSation among those gathered at 
strine headquarters, but apparently 
the Jeast perturbed were | President 
Mitchell and the three district presi- 
dents. The miners’ chief was asked 
for an expression on the action of 
Gov. Stone. Ile at first declined but 
a moment later he exclaimed: “If 
they call out all-the troojs in the 
United States it won’t muke the men 
fo to work."’ 

President Nicholls said: ‘‘Nothing 
has arisen to warrant the calling out 
of more troops, but if they are not 
used for any unlawful purpose, their 
Presence in the coal fields cannot do 
us any hurm,’* 

District President Duffy said: *“The 
troops arc not needed. 1 protested 
to Gov. Stone when they were first 
ordered into my districh and I am 
still of the same mind.’ 2 

President Fahy said: “I do not 
see the necessity for calling out more 
troops unless it be that of bolstering 
up the operators side of the 
struggle."* > 

The news of the call for all of the 
troops was received so late that no 
opinions could be had from any of 
the officials © of the coal companics 
living in this vicinity. 
Met Commissloner Wright. 

Wilkes-Barre, T'a.. Oct. 7.—Presi- 
dent John Mitchell of the United 
Mino Workers of Atnerica stipped out 
of town before dawn yesterday morn- 
ing for Philadelphia, where he met 
Carroll D. Wright, United States 
Commissioner of Labor, who is Pre 
ident Roosevelt’s personal representa- 
tive on matters pertaining to the an- 
thrarite coal strike. Mr. Mitchell ne 
turned here fast night vnaccompanted 
and unannounced and made the siin- 
ple statement that he had met the 
Labor Commissioner. Me refused ab- 
solutely to discuss his visit to Phila- 
delphin, declihed to say where in 
VhiladelIphia be met Mr. Wright, .or 
whit passed between them.

Evidence Taken at the Preliminary Hear- 
ing at Collingwood of Willlam Brown 
Charged WMh Conspiring to Kill— 
Defence Calla No Witnesses and Asks 
Yor a Dismiseal—fon Out on 95,600 
Ball - ‘ tag

Collingwood, Oct. 8—Old men 
shuddered and women wept in “the 
growded court-room yesterday when 
the amazing plot to murder an aged 
Woman was slowly unfolded in — all 
ita shocking details. It was the pre- 
Mininary hearing of William © Brown, 
charged with conspiring to kill his 
mother that he might secure her fle 
insurance. Magistrate John Nettle- 
ton presided, Crown Attorney J. R. 
Cotter prosecuted, John Birnie, K. 
C., and W. T. Allan defended, while 
Police Chief Maiden and Provincial 
Detective Greer were present as the 
sleuths who worked up the case. 

Aj the conclusion of the investiga- 
tion Magistrate Nettleton announced 
that he would render his decision to- 
day. The prisoner was released on, 
$1,600 bonds, signed by Robert 
Wright .and William Best. ‘The pen- 
alty in 14 yours [mprixoninent. 

The Kvideuce. 

Joxsezh Roxe of Collingwood, nep- 
hew of the Toronto Insurance agent, 
was the first witness. Ilo ix the en- 
gincer of the water works, where the 
prisoner wax employed. He had seen 
his uncle and Brown in eonversation 
five weeks ugo at the works. 

A. A. Bond, a lawyer of Colling- 
wood, said the prixoner called at his 
ofice a week ago with Chief of Police 
Maiden. On ross<xamination, Bond 
sald he arfd” Chief Maiden did tell 
Brown when he was with them that 
they were his ferlends, and asked him 
to tell them the story. Then the pri- 
sonuer made his confession, The de 
fence was unxioux to bring out, the 
point that Brown had not been leg- 
ally warned, that hix  confexsi6n 
would be used against him. Bond 
testified that Brown told him that 
his mother was to be killed or spirit- 
ed away. 

Rose in the Bex, 

John Rose, the insurance man, was 
in the box un hour. He said: 1 hase 
known Urown six years. Me got me 
to insure his mother in his favor, 

Do you know about his insuring his 
atepfather’s life? the Crown usked, 

The defence” roured un objec- 
tion. After ,much urguinent the 
court gllowed the question. 

The witness continued: ‘Yes, he 
told me he had his stepfather insured 
and collected the jasurance, This was 
five years ago. About the Jast of 
August Brown sent for inc. I went to 
the waterworks. Ho said he had back- 
ed out of what he wanted to tell me. 
Ne said finully that the policy on his 
mother’s life was about to run out. I 
told him I thought the policy had 
lupred, but he ‘suid no. Coukin’t we 
get the old woman out of the road 
before that time, he remarked. I 
asked him if he meant to murder his 
mother and he said yes. 

“fthen asked him what his pian 
was. He said she could be got to the 
laxe and shoved in. I said I prefer- 
ted to poison her. I asked him for

day. L showed the envelope contuin- 
ing the money us I received it to 
Joseph , Brown.

On cross-examination Hoxe said he 
registered at the Power- House as 
John Rose and wife, Barrie. He ree 
fused to xay how much he earned ax 
an insurance agent. He said he had 
money invested in Toronto real cs- 
tate, but ri ed to say where it was 
Torated or its value. He said he liv- 
ed wholly on his insurance business, 
No deception was practised on Mra, 
Brown in securing the policy.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL.

This js much stronger 
than ordinary domestic sewage, as 
the waste of four large tanneries is 
included. Some years ago @ sewage 
farm was acquired and 3t has been in 
operation since. A*septic*tank has 
been installed, but the plant has been 
found insufficient to meet the situa- 
tion, and the cffucnt to the small 
Stream is not pure. Dr. Amyot not 
only described the experiments being 
conducted there, but also dealt with 
the general question of sewage dis- 
posal and the process of putriface 
tion. Dr. Amyot said finally that the 
reason that the Berlin septic tank 
has not been effective in disposing of

Description of the Plan Necently Outlined 
From a wv 5. Viewpoint. 


A Buffalo paper says that Canada 
has revived the old project for tho 
construction of a deep waterway from 
Lake Huron to the seaboard? though 
by a different route from the guuch 
talked-of Gcorgian Bay canal. The new 
plun of the Dominion Government 
as outlined by Mr. Tarte, ths Capa- 
dian Commissioner of Public Works is 
to improve the French River to Lake 
Nipissing and sectye a deep water 
channel to Montreal by improvement 
of the Ottawa river, He says’ that 
$5,000,000 has ulready been provided 
for the improvement of the French 
river und that a deep water channel 
by th: way of Frenth river, Lake 
Nipissing and the Ottawa river will 
call for an expenditure of $80,000,- 
000, 

The old scheme for a ian Bay 
canal, which has been agitated off 
and on for more than thirty years, 
was a fhort cut to Lake Simcve and 
from there to Lake Ontario. This 
route, it Was claimed, would suave 
300 miles from any port on Lake Su- 
perior, Lake Michigan or Late Hur- 
on to Lake Ontario, and, as the Cun- 
adians ‘claimed, ‘would avoid the dan- 
gers of the St. Clair flats.

How a Party of Superstitions Cusadians 
Were ven Off an Island. : 
In>Lake Huron there is an island 
called Main Station. On this island 
is g stone structure which is suppos- 
ed to have been a fort to shelter Un- 
ited States troops in the war of 
1912. ‘The Indians tell many stories 
of the spirits which are supposcd to 
gather round this fort. “The struc- 
ture is built of solid stone. It is 


divided into two compartinents by o 


stone partition, and. in each of these 
js found a fireplace. In and aroun 
this structure have been found the 
hones of many human beings, Also 
sone distance below the surface hove 
been unearthed 9 number of cannons 
of solid brass, and the other Weap- 
ons of warfare. 

Jn the summer of 1889, says a cor 
respondent of The  Chatyworth 
News; a camping perty visited the 
isiund, *‘We purposed remaining for 
some time. On tke first night we 
were determined to sleep within the 
walls of the old fort. As the dark- 
ness gathered round, driftwood was 
brought and bright fires were soon 
ablaze in each of the fireplaces. Story 
telling, song-singing, and whist-play- 
Ing were the aniusements of the eve 
ning. At tast> the hour for retiring 
having arrived, camp-beds were ar- 
ranged end all retired. We had lain 
for several hours; a number were in 
the world of forgetfulness, as was 
thown by their heavy brepthiny, The 
wind moancd among the trees, and 
ths waves beat ipon the rocks Lelow 
Just outside the walls was 
heard q strange and unearthly noite, 
which awoke reveral of the campers, 
who nrose to see, if possible, the 
cause of the disturbance. On open- 
ing the door a bumping noise was 
heard a few rods away, but as the 
night was dark nothing could be 
seen. After gazing into darkness for 
some time and serving nothins, all 

again retired to their beds, with the 
hope of now further disturtance for 
the night. In this, however, they 
were disappointed, for only’ a few 
minutes elapsed when the strange 
noise was asain heard. This time it 
sounded lke one crying for help. ‘The 
door was again opensd and a white 
figure of a human being was seen, It 
disappearcd as if the eaxgth had open- 
ed to receive it. Those who were 
awake anil saw the sight remembered 
the stories told of the haunted 
island, These weird sounds were 
continued during the rest of the 
night, and sleep forsook the fight- 
ened campers. As xoon as daylight 
all concluded to leave the ist!and, 
which they did, selecting another 
some distance from this one, where 
they pitched their tent and fin- 
ished their stay at Lake Ucron.””

Oo great is the respect of the 
Indians on the great plains for Ca- 
nadian law and its administrators 
that a couple of mounted police can 
ridy into a hestile camp of Binack- 
feet, or of any other tribe, and pick 
out the transgressor’ they want for 
some crime committed.

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STRANSPLANTED TREES. 








why They Frequently Remain Dor- 


mant n Whole Season, ‘ 

Certain kinds of trees frequently re- 
main dormant all summer, following 
spring transplanting. To all appear- 
ances they are dead, and they are an 
eyesore to the owner till removed. 

The writer of this has seen wistart- 
as, horse chestnuts,- ashes and tulip 
trees remain perfectly dormant all 
summer and come out safely into Icaf 
the following spring. It seems contra- 
ty to nature that trees ‘should live 
without the leaves, which we Irarn 
are their lungs and essential for evap- 
oration and assimilation of food fn the 
srowlng season. 

Explanation of this peculiar action 
is had by studying for u moment the 
conditions that probably cxist. The 
roota of such trees have been dis- 
turbed and thelr fecding powers sud- 
denly checked. They are called ‘upon 
to support the tops ns formerly, yet 
their opportnnity for the time being is 
fone. A struggle is going on. The tops” 
make a feeble effort to put forth buds 
and draw on the roots for nourishment 
with poor success. The roots yicld of 
thelr stored food, but are too weak or 
are not In a position to make new 
feeding fibers, If the tops have not 
been pruned, the drain is so much the 
Greater. Where leaves put forth, tran- 
splration would be more than the trees 
could stand, and they would gradual- 
ly dloaway.

FUNCTION OF THE. POET. 


‘Blisa Carman, Canadian Poet, in the New 
Tork Canadian Colony, Gives His 
- Wlew of the Matter. 

“What do you understand by a 
poet? What is his office and business 
in life? What part docs he play in 
the world? Mr. Bliss Carman — pro- 
pounds these questions and endcav- 
ors, to answer them. He writes: 

“First, and speaking most roughly, 
the poet is a person who has some- 
thins important to say about Jife. 
end has the special gift of gaying it 
supremely well. Ele must be one (E 
think we will alf admit) who) has 
thought profoundly nbout existence. 
And yet that is not enough to make’ 
him a poet, for that is the nccomp- 
lishment, of a philosopher or n scien- 
tist. He must also feel deeply © and 
strongly about life. And yet that is 
not cnough to make him a poct, ci- 
ther, for many of us feel much more 
deeply and sincerely than we can say. 
No, he must not only be able to speak 
from a great fund of thought and 
knowledge and from a great fund of 
sympathy and cmotion; he must be 
able to speak with the wonderful 
power of charm as well. 5 

“The poct must delight our senses 
with the inevitable beauty of his 
cadences, his diction, his rhythms — 
with what is often called‘ technique; 
he must enlist our sympathy through 
his own strong and gencrous emo- 
tional nature; ke must convince our, 
minds of his own reasonableness. He 
appeals to our senso of beauty, but 
not to that sense alone; he appeals 
to our sense of goodness, but not to 
that sense alone. His appeal is to all 
three, and to all three equally.”* 

Furtherinore, the poct ‘ought to be 
and must be a normal man—not an 
average. man, but a normal min, 
with all the best powers and capac- 
ities of manhood In him.’’ He must 


be “capable of thought, capable of 
passion, capable of manual Jab- 
or." He must have “‘shared © our 


common life in the world,” Says Mr. 
Carman: 

“How can I talk to you with any 
hope of a common understanding, 
when I only know the facts at sec- 
ont-hand, while you have -nctually 
expericneced them, and when'1 have 
no caring about them one way or the 
other, while to you they are matters 
of life rnd death? The iden that a poet 
can ever be a mere bystander, an on- 
looker at life, seems ta me too’ pale 
pabiy impossible to need refutation. 
And [ cannot believe that any great 
Prophet or poct ever trod the carih 
who did not know the pinch of life 
at first hand, its actual bleak neces- 
sity, its terrible pathes and tremnen- 
dous joy, its wonderful yet elusive 
significance. Nor do I believe that 
ene ‘for whom all the necessities and 
comforts and luxuries of life are pro- 
vided, from the cradle to the grave, 
ever can hnow these things. 

“If a man has never driven a nail 
in his life, nor built » fire, nor turn- 
ed a furrow, nor picked a barrel of 
apples, nor fetched hoine the cows, 
nor pulled an oar, nor recfed qn sail, 
nor saddled a horse, nor carried’ home 
a bag of apples from town by cix- 
fifteen, nor weeded the garden, nor 
been lost in'the Woods, nor nursed: a 
friend, nor barked his shin, nor been 
thankful for a free lunch, do you 
think it is likety he will have any- 
thing to say to you and me that will 
be worth tistening tov’ 

In the last resort, continues the 
writer, the whole question of poctic 
feeling and of art rests on social con- 
ditions: 

“The fino arts ure nearly related to 
the industrial arts. And at present 
we can have no widespread national 
interest in the fine arts. The indus 
trial arts of a people, like the fing 
arts, can only be carricd on. by men 
who are free and honest and intelli- 
gent, and therefore happy. For it is 
quite true, as William Morris said, 
that art is the expression of miusn’s 
pleastre in his work. But the men 
who engage in our industrica to-day 
vannot be happy. For our industriql 
arts—or, rather, ovr industries and 
inanufactures whieh ought to be in- 
dustrial arts—are carricd on by two 
classes of people, the workmen and 
the capitalists. Now, oll workinen, 
under modern jndustrial conditions, 
are tho slaves of their cmployers ; 
while capitalists, however generous 
their impulses, are/of necessity — par- 
takers of dishonest, gain.” 

But while it is true that art-and 
poctry can only come to their full do 
yelopinent under social conditions 
that encourage their production, it is 
also truo that great art has been 
created even under the most hostile 
environment. Art. declares Mr. Car 
man, ‘is not an idle amusement; it 
is a motural phenomenon, as signifi- 
cant as war, as beautiful as the Nor- 
thern lights, and as useful as clec- 
tricity."". He says further: 

“Of all forms of human activity it 
is the most exacting, as it is per- 
haps the most delightful. And tho 
demand which creative output makes 
on all the energies is just as great 
and just as exhausting as thst made 
by any other worthy occupation 
wWorthily followed. If poctry were a 
purely artificial pastime, fit only to 
engage the minds of college youths 
schoolgirls, certainly it would 
not be worth our serious discussion 
But if it is what history declares it 
to be, the voice of revelation, the 
finest uttcrance of human wisdom, 
the basis of religion, and the solace 
of sorrowing mortals, if it teaches us 
how to live, how to be happy, how 
to Jove the right and appreciate tho 
Heautiful and perceive the true, if iv 
iMunines the dark problems of exis- 
tence and heartens us upon the difl- 
cult path to perfection, then surcly 
we may well consider how best to en- 
courage it and preserve it and make 
its intluence prevail in the common- 
wealth.”

FISHES SALMON, BUT DOESN’T PRE- 
SUME TO BE A MILLIONAIRE. 








The Fighting Salmon—stortes of the Flsh- 
ing on the Mestigeucho—Mr. C. W. 
Young Tells of the Mubits of the King 
of River Fish and iow Others Than 
Millionaires Can Get Mim. 


Salinon fishing is not so far out of 
tho reach of ‘oidinary people as the 
Quobee corresponuent of ‘she “Globe 
recently minkes out, writes’ Sir. C. 
W. Young of ‘The Cornwall Frevbold- 
er. Ho says that *‘salmon fishing is 
becoming so rare a Sport that it yro- 
mises to be in the near future the 
enjoytoent of millionaires.’* ‘The cor- 
respondent is the victim of a popuiar 
delusion, carvfully nursed no doubt 
by the millionaires aforesaid, who 
want to keep a good thing to them- 
selves. Even cgountry editor, who 
ducsn’t presume to trot in the mil- 
Nonairo class, has been able to en- 
Joy xvod salmon fishing almost 
evory year, at any rate whenever he 
felt sike it, and most of the time, at 
any cate, under no particular compll- 
tient to anybody. 

Jt is not geucrally known, but for 
@ short distance above tide water on 
many of the best) salmon streams 
there is excellent fishing on water that 
is practically: free § May and June, 
when the fish are rting on their 
abnual spawning excursions. 

In old times the fishing went with 
the land, and the owner of a Ppro- 
Perty abutting on a stream had the 
right to fish himself or convey the 
right to others. Then came decisions 
which took away the riparian rights. 
Although the owners of Jand previous 
to that time st! retained their fish- 
ing privileges, those who acquired 
Crown land subsequently got nothing 
but what they paid for, the Local 
Government retaining the fishing, 
which in vome cases has become very 
valuable, The private ownership of 
fishing, however, extends only as far 
as tho tidewater; below there firhing 
is froe to everybody, subject of course 
to tho right of the owner of Jand 
adjacent to Prevent trespass. 

On the Restigouche, ¢ 

On the Restigouche River, which, 
With its tributaries, is b.obably the 
best sulmon stream jn Canada, the 
best water is controlled by the Resti- 
gouche Club, but below the Interco- 
louial bridge at Metapedia there js a 
stretch of some myen miles above 
tidewater, owned for the most part 
by fariners, which is Practically free, 
or ut any rate as much as is neces- 
fury Gin be securéd at) the nominal 
price of a dollar a day per rod, 
From the time the fish begin to rup 
(be it understood that in ® Salmon 
stream the salmon is the only fish, 
the rst are vermin). * abouf the 
middle of May until mid-June or 
1 the fish that are on their 
way to Bo headwaters of the Resti-+ 
gouche, Metapedia, Causapséal, Up- 
salquitch or Kedgewick, and that can 
escape the barricade of nets, must 
&o over the water in question. — Ac- 
cording to the © guides the salmon 
comme up from the sea at night, find 
a cougenial spot in the early mdrn- 
ing, and stay there till night sends 
them on their Way again. In the 
early season, when the river is full, 
there are no special pools or rapids 
visible, and while there are. favorite 
halting grounds, one is likely to get 
a fish almost anywhere. 

This year I had only three days to 
spare. Loaving Cornwall on an Wed- 
nesday morning, I reached Campbell 
ton, N. B., on the Intercolonial 
Maritime Express about daylight 
Thursday, and taking an accommoda- 
tion train a few miles up the Resti- 
gouche, was ready for fishing about 
7 o'clock. — Arrungements previously 
thade having niiscarried, | had to 
hunt up a canoeman for myself at 
Flat Lands, and found a genial old 
fellow, Delaney by name, who was 
willing to quit his work on ‘the 
boom fora few hours to oblige a 
stranger.

Sea Trout Flehing.

The Wax Inaect. 

Trees afford the birthplace and cra- 
dle of the wax insect, scientifically 
called Cossus pela, In the early spring 
the bark of the boughs and twigs be- 
comes covered with brown pen shaped 
scales, which can be easily detached 
and which, when opened, reveal the 
flowery looking mass of’ minute anl- 
mals, whose movements can just be 
detected by the naked eye. In May 
and June, however, the scales are 
found to contain a swarm of brown 
creatures with six Iegs and two an- 
tenne each, Some of the scales also 
contain the whe bag or cocoon of a 
small black beetle, which, if left undis- 
turbed, burrows into and consumes 
the scales. The Chinese say that this 
beetle eats the little wax insects, and it 
appears certainly the case that where 
the parasite is most abundant the 
scales fetch

CURING A BALKY HORSE. 


Simple Methods May Be Employed 
Without Using the Whip, 

An expert stntes that the rice of 
balking in horses is almost invariably 
caused by Improper breaking and han- 
dling of the animal while young, says 
the Chicago Chronicle, 

it is only high strung and {ll tem- 
bered horses that balk, and these are 
handled with more success by humor- 
ing and patience than by severe meas- 
ures, which generally make matters 
Worse. It is almost impossible to fol- 
Jow rules In a case of this sort. What 
will succeed In ove case is \useless In 
ancther, so that a driver’ must exer- 
else good judzgment—“horse sense—Iin 
handling n case. 

A very good treatment Is to watch 
the animal closely {nu places where {t 
would be likely to balk, and with the 
Orst sign of stopping the driver should 
aay “Whoa,” then get off and loosen 
or pretend to change the harness in 
some way; also take up a foot and tap 
the shoe with a stone.- Spend a few 
moz:ents leisurely in this way. and In 
nine cases out of ten the animal will 
forget Its Inclination to balk and will 
fo on at the first bidding. It is also 
well to give a lump of sugar or a 
handful of oats or an apple. This will 
always produce better results than se 
vere measures. +

Extsting Duty on Dynamite Ia Left Unal- 
tered—Wine Duties Increased. 


Pretoria, Oct. 10.—The Gazette 
says: ‘The duties ure abolished on 
anachinery, building imaterials, inet- 
als and agricultural implements. As 
itis imperative, to replace a portior 
of the loss, the duties on wines and 
spirits are increased. ‘The existing 
duty on dynamite is left unaltered. 
The duty of tix cents each on poles, 
two cents 4 pound’on sulphuric acid, 
six cents a ound on copper wire are 
cancelled. All iron will be admitted 
free, and the cost of building wilt 
be greatly reduced by the remosal of 
the duties on cement and timber. The 
alteration of the duty on cigars and 
cigarettes from $3.75 per hundred ci- 
Kars, without distinction of size to 
$1.50 a pound, and on cigarettes 
from $3.75 per thousand cigarettes 
to Sl a pound is considered equit- 
able. The special duties on jJums and 
confectionery of §10 per hundred 
pounds will Le reduced to three 
cents per pound: the special duty of 
2.50 on outs, $1.25 on cut hay and 
the special duty on coal will be’ 
abolished. Anomalous dutics will be 
amended. Muny of the changes to be 
inade have been agitated for years, 
especially with regard to Inatches, 
which were specially taxed $1 per 
gross for the benefit of the company 
owning the concession.

Recretary of War Root kaw the Trust 
Hullder in New York to Appeal to the 
Operators—Treepa May Upen Mines, 
When the I’resident Would Nun Them 
Under Fedeest Military Supervision 
With Union Laber. 


New York, Oct, 13,—Developments 
in the coal strike situation were lack- 
Ing*here yexterday, Mr. J. YP. Mor- 
Kan spent the day on board his 
yacht, the Corsair, lying in tho 
North Ulver, and the visit of two 
ote during the afternoon gave rise 
to the report that another conference 
was being held, but tho identity of 
Mr. Morgan’s visitir« could not be 
discovered, and it Is not known ff 
thelr presence had any connection 
wlth the coul strike, 

Mr. Morgan hbitneclf did not leave 
the yacht lant night. 

Other than an Interview with John 
Markel, the operators gave out noth- 
ing of moment, and Mr. Markel sini- 
ply reiterated that no settlement was 
in sight, and there could te no set- 
tlenent execpt by the inlners going 
to work independently. ‘“The situa- 
tion ix unchanged,"’ he sald, ‘except 
that conlitions are imnproving In the 
coal regions,** 

Mr. Markel would not comment on 
the visit of Secretary Hoot Saturday 
or on hix own conference. with Mr. 
Morgan the ume evening. Other op-

William Wilfred Campbell is, dis- 
tinguished as the “Lake Poct’”’ 
along the group of Canadian writers 
of verse who have added lustre to 
our poctié literature. His work is as 
marked by its dramatic quality as is 
Mr. Carman’s by its Jyrical charm. 
He is more an admiring observer of 
nature than one Who perceives in na- 
tural beauty the prefiguration of the 
ideal world, This is the consequence 
of a somewhat gloomy philosophy of 
life which finds expression in an in- 
sistent note of melancholy in his 
writing. Mr. Campbell is a native of 
Berlin, Ont. He is a graduate of To- 
ronto University, and studied for the 
Church of England ministry at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and was ordained in 
1885. But he retired in 1891 — and 
entered the civil service at Ottawa, 
where he is still on the staff. His 
poems met with speedy recognition, 
and he has long had a connection 
with the/best periodicals in the Unit- 
ed States. His first volume of Verse 
appeared in 188, and was entitled 
“Lake Lyrics.”’ A second collection, 
‘The Dread Voyage,”” was published 
in 1893, and two dramas, *‘Mordred" 
and **Hildebrand,"’ were put forth in 
1895. The volumefrom which tho 
above poem is quoted is his most 
recent, and is entitked, “Beyond the 
Wills of Dream."" It contains selec 





tions from the earlier volumes and 
sone neW poems, suinong the former a 
revised version of “The Mother,” a 
Poem in which he has well-nigh at- 


tained greatness, and whichis con- 
sidered by many the most remark- 
able contribution to Canadian 
poctry.

the Bureau of lines, has retu 
fromm un official tour of inspection of 
the Algonnuin National Vark, which 
dy under the control of his branch’ of 
the Crown Lands Department. The 
Cummiasioncr of ‘Crown Linds ac- 
companied him to the park, and in- 
spected a number of, the Inkes in tbe 
neighborhood of- headquarters, which 
ure nituated at Cache Lake. Mr. Gib- 
son, accompanied by n couple of 
rangers, took a canoe trip lasting ten 
duys ucross to the eastern boundary, 
and then to the © northwestern 
boundary of the park, “Leaving 
Cache Lake, which is on the Mada- 
waska waters, the party entered their 
canoe on Joe Creek, which is on the 
north branch of the Muskoka River 
chain of waters, and proceeded to the 
source of that river in Island Lake. 
They portaged ~~ over from Island 
Luke to Little Otter Slice Lake, the 
head waters of the Petawawn Iver, 
and then through a chain of lakes, 
including White, Dry, Burnt and Cat- 
fish Lukes to Cedar Lake, which ts a 
body of water of considerable size, 
being about fourteen miles in length 
and three miles in’ width at the 
widest place. * Then they went up 
Cedar Lake to the head of Cauchon 
Lake, where they left the Petawawa 
Waters and crossed to Mink Lake, the 
source of one branch of the Amabic 
de Fond | River, thence into. Kiosh 
Koyul Lake and up Manitou Lake in- 
to Teo Laie, the head of which 
touches the northwestern boundary 
of Algonquin Park, returning by tho 
Saine route to headquarters.\, 
Speaking of his trip, Mr. Gibson 
said: The canoe route is an ideal 
one, the portages being comparative 
Jy short, and none of them 
sively heavy. The worst portage is 
what is called the ‘Five Mile,” be- 
tween Catfish Lake and Cedar’ Lake, 
Where the Petawawa is a rushing, 
terbulent stream, making enormous 
falls, two of them upwards of filty 
fect in height. One portage tere is 
a mile and a half long, over a steep 
hill, which provides a sufficiently 
arduous carry. For the most part 
the road lies through green, unburnt 
forest. A. great deal of-it has been 
lunhered over and most of the pine 
reinoved, but in some places the pine 
is yet Very abundant, as, for in- 
xtaney, on Burnt Lake, Catfish. Cau- 


cxces- 


chon, Mink, Manitou and Tee Lakes. - 


At the head of Tee Lake there is an 
absulutely virgin forest. ~ The limit 
has recently been purchased by  3Ir. 
1. It. Booth, of Ottawa, from Wm. 
Mackie, and we overtook a gang of 
lumbermen who were centering the 
limit for the purpose of making 
square timber. In conversation with 
the foreman I was inforined that 
some of the trees were very large, 
and would make sticks of square tim- 
ber up to 200 cubic fect. As ‘square 
timber is worth 50 to 55 cents a 
foot. this would mean that each tree 
of this size would be worth $100 or 
over. On Burnt Lake there is,also a 
large quantity of pine, and on Cat- 
fish) Lake young pine can be secn 
growing up on limits that have been 
cut over. It was not the best season 
of the year for trout fishing, but 
some good catches of salmon trout 
and speckled trout were made, the 
speckled trout rising readily to the 
ty in the quict pools below the falls 
on the Petawawa waters particular- 


ly. 

“Devs Were Very numerous, shoving 
themselves in twos and threes con- 
stuntly along the edges of the lakes 
and in the marshes, and exhibiting 
little or no fear of the visitor. We 
sawWwa cow moose and numerous 
beaver houses nnd a good deal of 
freshly-cut wood. On White Trout 
Lake we heard the howling of the 
wolves from our gimp at night. The 
rangers are Very active in attempt- 
ing to destroy them, but the only 
practicable way is to poison them. 
In the winter meat is put out, dosed 
with strychnine, and it is believed 
that many wolves were killed last 
winter, although only a few of the 
bodies have been found. A bounty 6% 
$15 is given for every wolf killed. 

One cannot but be impressed with 
the beauty of the forest, which is 
largely coniferous, but also contains 
many birch, maple, basswood > afd 
other de¢iduous trees. The first ap- 
proach of autumn was beginning to 
be felt, and the soft maple here and 
there was turning to red and crim- 
son, There has been a considerable 
nunber of visitors: to_the park this 
year, inuny of then Americans, and 
they are loud in their praise of the 
natural beauty of the place.” 

Restecking Lakes, Z 

Mr. S. T. Bastedo, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Fisheries, who has | re- 
turned drom the Lake of Bays dis- 
trict, described” to a reporter the 
other day some new features in the 
inethod of distribyting fish for | re 
Stocking the Jakes. While Mr. Bas- 
tedo was at Lake of Vays a carload 
of fish were distributed, the operation 
occupying a day and a night. Instead 
of using nets and letting loose one or 
two fish at qa time, a large tub was 
filled with water and a number of fish 
put in it. Then when oa litely spot 
in the lake was struck the whole tub 
full were dumped in, forming little 
schools of fish. While specsled trout 
have been caught occasionally, tho 
people seem te be alive to the im- 
portance of having the waters stock- 
ed with a fish that can be taken dur- 
ing the tourist season of July and 
August, and likely to thoroughly es- 
tablish themselves in the waters, The 
speckled trout have Leen: practically 
exterminated by tho large salmon 
trout that inhabit thesd waters.

Bourinot was a staunch advocate of 
Imperial Federation. 

In 1890'he became a C.M.G., and 
in 1898 received the honor of Knight- 
hood, being generally recognized as a 
worthy recipient of it. 

He was married three times—first, 
in 1858, to Mixx Delia Hawks; sec- 
ond, in 1866 to Miss Emily Alden of 
Toronto, and third, in 1889, to Isa- 
bellp, daughter of the late John 
Cameron of Toronto.

Thrilled With Horror. . 


Paris, Oct. 14.--Dradsky, the nero-_ 
naut, anda companion were billed 
by falling from a balloon yesterday 
morning. 

Bradsky’a balloon started from the 
Aerostatic Station at Vaugrrard, a9 
suburb of this city, yesterday morn= 
ing on a trial trip. After prelimi- 
nary manocuvri:@ with a rope at- 
tachment Uradsky released the balk_ 
loon and proceeded southward ‘at a 
height of 8OONo 400 feet. ‘The two 
Propellors of the machine appeared 
to work well. The rudder, however!» 
Was not quite successful. At about 
9.20 the balloon had” returned “to 
above the point of departure, and 
then it “gradually mounted higher 
and higher, until it disappeared in 
the clouds. The Prefect of Police 
Inter received a despatch announcing 
the fall of the balloon near St. 
Denis, 5} miles from the centre of 
Paris, and adding that its two 
Pants were killed. ; S 

When the balloon was above Stains, 
near St. Denis, the ropes attaching 
thecar to the balloon broke from 
some unknown cause, and the car 
with its occupants, Bradsky and 
Morin; was dashed to the ground, 
and the acronauts met instantancous 
death. The balloon itself disappeared 
in the clouds. 

The catastrophe sent a thrill of hor 
ror through Paris. M. de Bradsky, 
was a Hungarian Baron, 36 years of 
age,-rich and clover, and had been in 
the diplomatic service. He made his 4 
first ascension fin 1901. Morin was 
his engineer. He leaves n widow and 
family.

‘FOR HORSES. 





‘They Can, Without Mach Trouble, Bo 


Made to Signal “Yes” and “No,” te |: 


Shake Hands and to Lie Down at 

the Word of Command. z 

There are so many things that a 
horse can be taught to do, says Suc- 
cess, that it is. hard to tell which to 
select as best illustrating the methods 
by which we teach them. The follow- 
ing, however, -will furnish the key: 

Take a pin in your hand, and, stand- 
ing abreast of a horse’s near shoul- 
der, prick him. lightly on the breast. 
This resembles the bite of a fly, and 
to drive off the nulsance he will bring 
down his nose to his breast. This you 
accept as “Yes” and immediately re- 
ward him by feeding him a lump of 
sugar or some other trifie that he likes, 
Repeat the operation till he brings 
down his head at the slightest move- 
ment of your hand toward his breast. 
By degrees you can substitute a simple 
downward movement of ‘the band, 
which is lqss noticeable to an onlook- 
er, but equally effective, ; 

Standing in the same position, prick 
him lightly with a pin on the top of his 
neck. He will at once shake his head, 
which is accepted as “No;” then re- 
ward him as before. Repeat this until 
he shakes his head at the least upward 
movement of the hand. This signal, 
as he learns his lesson more perfectly, 
can be gradually lessened until it is 
very slight Indeed. To say “Yes” or 
“No” is a very simple trick, and yet 
there is none that shows to better ad- 
vantage. Of course when a horse has 
thoroughly learned to obey the signals 
you can ask him some questions and 
then, by the motion of your hand, 
make Bim say “Yes” or “No” as you 
please. 

To teach a horse to shake hands, fas- 


Yen a short strap to one fore foot below

the fetlock. Then, standing in front of 
the horse and haring the strap in your 
band, say, “Shake hands,” ond imme- 
diately pull up his foot and take it in 
your hand, Then, still holding the foot, 
reward and caress him exactly as you 
would if he had given it to you of his 
own accord. Keep repeating the oper- 
ation, being careful to reward him only 
while his foot 1s in your band. He will 
very soon learn to give you his foot 
the. moment you reach your hand to 
ward It. 

To teach a horse to He down at a 
word of command first select a good, 
smooth plece of greensward, where he 
will not burt! himself. Harness him 
with a surcingle and bridle and strap 
up his off fore foot. A common breech- 
ing strap 1s best for this, the short 
loop around bis foot between the fet- 
lock and the hoof and the Jong one 
around his forearm. Fasten one end 
of a strap to the near fore foot below 
the fetlock, pass the other end up 
through the surcingle and take it in 
your right band and the bridle rein in 
your left band. Push bim slightly, and 
the moment he steps pull sharply on 
the strap. 

This of course will bring him to his 
knees, If he is a horse of any spirit, 
be will generally Oght very pertina- 
clously before be goes down; but, hav- 
ing the use of only his two hind legs, 
he soon becomes wearled and rests 
with bis knees on the ground. Now 
pull his head toward you, and he will 
fall over the other way. 

Hold bim down for some minutes, 
meanwhile speaking to him very sooth- 
ingly. Feed him lumps of sugar; in 
fact, make as much as possible of him 
while in this position. Then release 
him and repeat the Iesson. He soon 
learns to lie down yery ily, and 
then you can omit strappifg bis of 
fore foot, Later you can also abandon 
the use of the strap and surcingle by 
taking bis near foot in your band, 
Then you can accomplish the purpose 
by simply touching the near fore leg 
with your band and finally by a mo- 
tlon of your hand toward his leg. 

You should always ‘accompany the 
signal by the command, “Lie down!" 
By degrees he learns its meaning, and 
the signal can be dispensed with. Ifa 
horse is large and strong, the trainer 
must be cool, wide awake and alert; 
otherwise he may make a botch of it 
and injure the horse or himself or 
both. :

An unfinished obelisk found In 2& 
quarry at Syene showed bow the an- 
elents separated these Immense mono 
liths from the native rock. A groove 
marking the boupdary of the stone 
contalfied x number of holes into which 
wooden wedges were firmly driven. 


“The groove was then filled with water, 





and the swelled wedges cracked the 
granite the whole length of the groove, 
Tke detached block was then pushed 
forwar4 upon rollers made from palm 
trees to n large timber raft on the edze 
of the Nile, where St remained until 
the next Inundation floated the raft to 
the city where the obelisk was to be 
set up. 

. Thousands of hands then pushed It 
on rollers up an inclined plane to the 
front of the temple, where it was to 
stand, The pedestal bad previously 
been placed in position, and a orm 
causeway of sand covered with planks 
led to the top of it. Then by means of 
rollers, levers and ropes made of date 
palm the obelisk ‘was gradually hoisted 
into sn upright positicn. In no case 
has an obelisk been found to be out of 
the true perpendicular.

Some of the Almost Human Work 

These Clever Canines lerform. 

Roading denotes that a dog Is foilow- 
ing a trail toward the birds by thelr 
foot scent, as a man In an analogous 
manner might follow a flock of sheep { 
by watching their tracks. 

Drawing denotes that a dog is ap- 
proaching birds by a scent In the air, 
asa man might follow a flock of sheep 
by the long Une of dust horcring over 
and around the trail Drawing is con- 
sidered a much superior manner to 
roading.

‘The Differencs tn Snow. 

Dr. Vaughan Cornish, F.1.S., wao 
has made q special study of the “‘dy- 
namics. of the dust,”” visited Canato 
at the end of 19090 in order to inves- 
tigate tho forms of snow-waves and 
snow-drifts, and the chief results of 
his ‘investigation are set forth ind 
paper_ published in the Jast issue of 
The Geographical Journal. Le found 
that the snow in the Eastern Pro- 
vinces and in the Far West was only 
moderately dry, ‘and that the wind- 
+ redd suew-torins (with the excep 
tion of the gigantic ‘‘mushrooms’’ 
built upon tree stuinps by a natural 
apptication of ths cantilever princi- 
plo) were similar to those hs had 
observed in the Pentland Hills and 
near Grantown-on-Spey, during the 
previous winter, In “lanitoda and 
‘Assiniboia, however, where the snow 
fs almost perfcetly dry, waveforms 
could always be traced, and the 
stratification of the typical snow- 
scape resembled that which is charac- 
teristic of a sand desert. Everywhere 
the fundamental curve— a form which 
closely resemblex the outline of the 

modern Whitchead torpedo—of dry 
dust drifted by the wind could be 
moro or less clearly discerned in the 
expanse of the prairie snows, Often 
the freely-trifting snow-dust was ac- 
cumulated in hillocks, the gradual de- 
velopment of which from small patch- 
cs of drift could Le easily observed. 
‘These “*barchans,"” or ‘‘medanos,’" 
closely resemble {fn form the sand- 
hillocks of the Sahara. Dr. Cornish 
docs not point out how the difference 
between. the white of the pruiric 
snows and the white of the English 
stuffi—a difference comparable with 
that between white chalk and white 
stgur—adds to the harsh and un- 
homelike aspect of » Western snow 
scene.

\Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Oct. 15.—Presi- 
Gent Mitchell of the United | Mine

most confidence. President Mitchell 


declines ta say w he personally 
lookx upon the proposition, but last 
night ke gave to the press the state 
nent. printed above. 

Broke an All Day’a Silence, 

This statement was made by him at 
8 o'clock, after a silence ‘lasting alt 
day. Ile had no inteution of mak- 
ing it until the correspondents re 
Presenting the newspapers all over 
the country. called ‘upon him in a 
body and inforwned him * that the 
general public desired to have an an- 
swer to the proposition of the oper- 
ators. After giving {t, he was “ask- 
ed gnany questions regaraing the ut- 
titude of ths men «ani the probabil- 
ity of the acceptance or rejection of 
the new offer, but he had no reply 
to make to any of “these questions, 
He denied that ho had any knowledge 
of what the new offer of the opcra- 
tors was until it becaine public pro- 
perty, and also dinied that he was 
in telephonic! communication with 
President Roosevelt. His attention 
was called:to the fact that most of 
the information from Washington in- 
dicated that. the proposition 
would) be accepted and that the 
strike was near an end. but ke stout- 
ly maintained that nether his offi- 
cera nor the rank and file of the wen 
had done anything to cause such an 
impression to go out. 

Is It » Gold Brick? 

‘The district presidents also main- 
tain silence us to their personal 
views of ths operators" proposition. 
President Fahy, however, who, after 
he arrived from Boston yesterday, 
geve an inkling as to how he viewed 
the new turn of affairs, Jn reply to 
a query he said: **The strike cannot 
be settled without the consent of the 
men, We are not dealing in gold 
bricks of ony kind, anid you can 
make any “eduction from that you 
want.”” 

There will be a conference to-day, 
between Mr. Mitchell, ‘the three dis- 
trict presidents and Sccretary-Treas- 
urer Wilson, who will arrive here to- 
day. It is fully expected that — the 
sentiment of all the strikers will be 
known to-lay, and that action will 
he taken according!y, ‘There is talk 
of 'n convention being called, — but 
there is nothing definite on which to 

. base this report. When Mr. Mit- 
schell was asked if he and the district 
olficers had power to end the xtrike 
he suid that it is a rule of the organ- 
fvation that no settlement can be 
nade by the officers of the union 
without the consent of a delegate 
conventien, It is practically certain 
that Mr. Mitchell's advice will be fol- 
lowed in the conference. While he 
has not said y word as to whet he 
will do, it is freely predicted — by 
those who tnkretand the situation 
that he will advise y refusal of the 
proposition. 

Leave It to the President. 

A great mary of the strikers think 
the proposition should be accepted, 
and that the miners should trust to 
President: Moosesett te do the best 
hecan under the conditions laid 
down by the coal road presidents, 
An argument was made by one miner 
yesterday, that Mr. Mitchell could 
not well afford to turn down the pro- 
position after already offering to 
permit. the President to select the 
metmnbers of the © commission. Ile 
thought the President nid appreci- 
nte the trust put in him. aud see that 
the miners had fair play. Others in 
the same class thought that not 
much harin could be done by aceept- 
ing the proposition, but that in the 
end much good will result. 

There is still a third view held by 
the miners and that is to refuse to 
accept the plan offered and make a 
counter proposition embodying some 
of the suggestions contained in the 
operators’ offer.

The Goodwood race course Is quite 
unique, It is a long way from a‘sta- 
tion and is not near any town, says 
the London-Tatier,-It-is-on-a-bill the 
tbp of which is shaped lke a horse 
shoe, the space between the two ho 
being represented by a2 ceep ravine. 
The course runs round the horseshoe, 
the start being ot the end of one 
horn and the finish at the end of the» 
other.

Col. Cobbe Asks That 000 Additional 
“Treeps Be Seat From Werbera For 

* the Campaign in Somaliland—One Me- 
deeming Feature of the Fight Is That 
the Enemy Lost Hearily—Col, Phillips 
Among the Killed. 


London, Oct. 20.—The- Forcign Of- 
fice has issued an undated dexpatch 
fram Col. Cobbe, commanding onc 
of the columns of the British forces 
operating against the Mad Mullah in 
Somaliland. The despatch was for- 
warded through the British Vice Con- 
sul at Berbera, Somaliland. The 
British forces enguged were composed 
entirely of native troops and levjcs, 
Col. Cobbe says: 

“My forces reached Erego this 
morning. ‘When about one day's 
march north of Mudug it was at- 
tacked in the thick buth. ‘The  ad- 
Vances were made, and the encmy 
was beaten tack in the morning. 
Their losses were heavy, and we cap- 
tured 100 rifles. Our force then pro- 
ceeded to collect anituals for trans- 

pargat lon purposes,’ and to Join) the 
détachment at the stockade. In the 
afternoon a — reconnaissance was 
made, and, after sharp fighting, the 
cnemy were ugain driven off. fa 

“I deeply regret to report the'fol- 
lowing casualties: ‘Col. Phillips aad 
Captain Angus nnd fifty men: killed, 
and about cne hundred men wound- 
ed. Tho latter include Captain How- 
ard and Licutenant Everett, but 
both are doing well. There were seve 
eral Josses amonz the transport and 
riding camels. ‘The force will reach 
the stockade camp to-morrow, and 
will advance to attack the enemy."” 

The Vice Consul also telegraphs the 
Fubstance of a later despatch from 
Col. Swayne, who says that ax a re 
sult of the fighting at Eregog Oct. 6, 
whith Was very severe, the Somali 
levis are considcrably shaken. The 
Myllah, who is said to be in com- 
munication with Kail and Inger in 
the direction of the Webb River, | is 
bringing up reinforcements from all 
sides, 

Col. Swayne is much hampered ow- 
ing to the necessity of transporting 
the wounded and water. He is retir- 
ing cn Mohotle. He arks that 600 
further reliable troops be despatched | 
from Berbera forthwith. 

The serious reverse in Somaliland 
Places the small British forces there 
of about 3,000, men of doubtful re- 
liability, in an 
situation, Since the beginning of 
Col. Swayne's second campaign 
against the Mullah. last May. litue 
bas been beard of the expedition. The 
present despatches seem to thow that 
he was retreating from the Italian 
frontier, northward, when the Mul- 
lah attacked him at Erqyo. Last 
December the Mullah was reported to 
have qghout 12,000 men, mostly arm- 
ed, a Jorge percentage of whoin were 
armed with rifies. It is possible that 
he now commands about 15,000 men. 
With this large force harrassing him. 
Col. Swayne has to retreat to Mo- 
hotle, 150 miles, and probably st'll 
100 miles further to Buroo, the 
principal British frontier post. This 
march must be made under n scorch- 
ing sun and over an arid and road- 
less desert, even if the retreat is suc- 
cessful. The gravest anxicty will be 
{elt until further news is received. 
The cntire expedition will have to be 
repeated on a much Jarger scale. 

Col. Swayne ie accompanied by ov- 
er 20 white officers, nnd has with 
him some Movin guns and some 
pourders. The Mullah’s suveess will 
act the whole Ogaden and Dolahanta 
country aflame. Trade relations ot 
Berbera and Bulhar have shown an 
(normous decrease since the opera- 
tions of the Mullah cut off across to 
the rich markets of Ogaden and Dol- 
ahinta. It was announced by Lord 
Jansdowne, Forcign Secretary, in 
ParVanent, Iast summer, that the 
Italians were co-operating with Col, 
Swayne, but as despatches made pub- 
lic tovlay do not mention Italian

Cockatooa and Wild Pigeons De Not 
* Seem to Mind It. 

“In 18S1, while resident on Gazelle 

peninsula, the northern portion of the 

t island of New Britain, in 
tbe south Pacific, I had many oppor- 
tunities of witnessing both cockatoos 
and wild pigeons drinking salt water. 
I was stationed at a place called Ka- 
baira, the then ‘farthest out’ trading 
station on-the whole ssland, and as [I 
had but ttle work to do I found 
plenty of time to study bird life in the 
vicinity. Parrots of several varieties, 
all of beautiful plumage, were plenti- 
ful, and great flocks of white cocka- 
toos frequented the ‘rolling, grassy 
downs which lay between my bome 
and the German head station in 
Blanche bay, twenty miles distant, 
while the heavy frost of the littoral 
was the haunt of thousands of pigeons. 
These pigcons, though not so large as 
Yhe Samoan or eastern Polynesian bird, 
formed an agreeable change of diet for 
us white traders, and by walking about 
fifty yards from one’s door half a 
dozen or more could be shot in as 
many minutes, 

“My nearest neighbor was a German, 
and one day when we were walking 
along the beach.toward his station I 
noticed, some hundreds of pigeons fly 
down from the forest, settle on the 
margin of the water and drink frith 
apparent enjoyment, The harbor at 
this spot being almost landlocked and 
tho water as smooth as glass and with- 
out the faintest ripple, the birds were 
enabled to drink without wetting thelr 
plumage. My neighbor, who had lived 
many years in New Britain, told me 
that this drinking of sea water was 
common to both cockatoos and pigeons 
alike, and that on some occasions the 
beaches would be lined with them, the 
cockatoos not only drinking, but bath- 
ing, and apparently enjoying them- 
selves greatly. During the next six 
months, especially when the weather 
was calm and rainy, I frequently no- 
ticed pigeons and cockatoos come to the 
salt water to drink. 

“At first I thought that as fresh 
water In many places bubbled up 
through the sand at low tide the birds 
were not really drinking the sea water, 
but by watching closely I distinctly 
saw them walk across these tiny run- 
nels’ without making any attempt to 
drink. Then, too, the whole of the 
Gazelle peninsula fs cut up by count- 
lesa streams of water, and rain falls 
throughout the year as a rule, What 
‘causes this unusual habit of drinking 
sea water? Another peculiarity of the 
New Britain and New Ireland pigeon 
is its fondness for the chill pepper 
berry. During three months of the 
year, when these berries are ripe, the 
Dirds’ crops are full of them, and often 
their flesh Is so pungent and smells 50 
strongly of the chill as to be quite un- 
eatable.”- a

A Capuchini monk engaged.in mis: 
slonary work’ in Nepaul, writing of 


Hindoo family life, remarks that it is 
very dimeult for parents {o make ad- 
vantageous matches for their daugh- 
ters, The Hindoos therefore find a 
means of ridding theniselres of too 
many daughters by murdering them, 
It {s'a well known fact that Hindoos 
of high* birth, those who:are called 
Tajpoots, caused their daughters to be 
put to death after thele-birth by men 
specially engaged to'do so. This crim- 
inal! custom’ bad become ‘so ' general 
that in 1810 in the seventy-three vil- 
lages of the Allahabad district, there 
were only thirée girls under twelve 
years of age, and three years later in 
the town of’ Agra’ there was‘ not one 
to be found under that age. All had 
been: put to death.. + sien Perey 


The English government has. very. | 


naturally passed severe laws against 
this abominable crime, but to erade 
them’ the Hindoos allow their girls to 
ive until the, age of twelve, after 
which they do away with them by ad- 
Tinistering polson in small‘ doses. 
Orientals are pest masters ‘in the art 
of poisoning, and after some minute 
inquiries it transpires that ‘in many 
districts twenty-five out of every bun- 
dred girls have been got rid of in this 
manner, Those girls who hare been 
spared they marry very early, gener- 
ally between fourteen and fifteen 
years, and that not according to their 
.own choice, but by the will of their 
parents, which is decisive. 

An Indian family of good » rank 
could not keep an unmarried daugh- 
ter. It would not only be a public 
shathe, but also a crime agalnst reli- 
gion. To procure husbands for those 
whd have not already found them 
there are a number of Brahmans, old 
and decrepit, called Kulin Brahmans, 
who go about with the one object of 
folng through the ceremony of the 
“seven steps” with as many young 
girls as they can upon receipt of a 
large sum of money, but who after- 
ward leave the country and. perhaps 
nerer see them again.

The king of England who could not 
speak the language of hls kingdom waa 
George L. 3 

In the battle of Bosworth Field, 1485, 
a king was killed (Richard III.) and a 
king was crowned (Henry VIL). 

The motto, “Dieu et Mon Drolt,” was 
first assumed by Edward III. of Eng- 
land when he took the title of king of 
France. - 

“Your majesty” as a royal title was 
assumed in England in 1627 by Henry 
VIL The title before that was “your 
grace” or “your highness” for the king 
cr queen. $ : 

William IV, was at the time when he 
succeeded to the throne the first Wil- 
Uam of Hanover, the second William 
of Ireland and the third William of 
Scotland. . 

Henry VIII. was the first to assume 
the title of king of Ircland. The title 
king of Great Britain was assumed by 


James I. of England. 

Richard I. was tho first to call him- 
self king of England. Every king from 
William to Henry II, called himself 
king of the English. The title was as- 
sumed by Egbert, the first king of 
England, in 823, x 

King of France was a title borne by 
the monarchs of England for 432 yeara, 
and when Elizabeth. became queen of 
England sf was also “king of France,” 
asserting that [f she could not be a 
quecn she would be king.

Indications All Point’ to a Big 
Peace Majority Sure. 





Engineers, Firemen and Pumpmen, Fear- 
ful That They Will Not Get Back 
‘Their Jobs, Vigorously Kicked All Day 
—President Mitchell in Three Lucid 
Speeches Lays the Whole Situation 
Clearly and Seecinctly iSefcre the 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Oct. 2;.—The 
anxiously awaited convention of the 
3A5,000 striking minérs met’ yester- 
day, but did not reach a vote on the 
Proposed plan of settlement.- It is 
expected to do xo to-day. There were 
663 delegates present in the Nesbitt 
Theatre, where the convention ‘was 
held, and they were empowered by 
their local: unions to cast 867 votes 
foror against President Roosevelt's 
Proposition of arbitration. The great 
majority of the delegates were unin- 
structed, the few were, being cngi- 
neers, firemen and pumpmen, who 
fear that the 5,000 strikers of those 
classes may not get back their old 
Places now held by non-union men. 

‘Qne Stumbling Block,’ 

This question of the engincers, fire- 
menand pumpmen proved the only 
stuinbling block in the way of almost 
immediate gdoption. of the Presi- 
dent's plan, when carried with it the 
declaring’ off of the strike and a gen- 
eral'resumption' of work through the 
175 mile strip of hard coal ° mining 
region. 

At one time yesterday it scemed 
certain that the convention was 
about to adopt the recommendation 
of President - Mitchell to end the 


strike, but the steam men’s plea was 


too carnest, and the final vote went 
over until to-day. It is. practically 
certain, however, that the vote to 
declare the strike off will show a big 
majority for it. 
Net 13 Votes Against. 
The leaders of the strikers, except 
Mr. Mitchell, were hardly heard at 
allin the convention yesterday, the 
engineers being allowed to give full 
expression to their feelings. But to- 
day it is predicted the leaders will be 
heard, and one of them, a high; dis- 
trict officer, said yesterday _. there 


“would be no more than fifteen’ ‘votes 


cast ogainst ‘the plan, which the 
President of the United States has 
Proposed to them. and which all the 
highest officials of the mine workers 
in thix region earnestly have recom- 
mended, 

Net Result of Day. 


There were two sessions yesterday, 


forenoon and afternoon, aradl the net 


result as regards the passage of the 
convention towards its object wax a 
permanent organization. with Mr. 
Mitchell in the chair, his speech lay- 
ing the President’s plan before the 
delegates, his cloquent inipromptu 
Specch advocating its adoption, and 
the appointment of 2’ Committee on 
Resolutions. This committee, as Mr. 
Mitchell said to the delegates, would 
Prepare a furmal statement to the 
public, telling fully and carefully why 
the convention decided to continue 
the strike if it should decide, and 
why the -strike was declared off, if 
that was the outcome of their dellb- 
erations. 

The question before the convention 
when it adjourncd for the day was 
on the adoption of a resolution em- 
bodied jn President Mitchell's open- 
ing speech, tq call off the strike and 
leave all questions to the l’resident’s 
commission. 

Mitehell Cheered. 

The afternoon sesxion began at 
2.10. President Mitchell at 2.90, 
walked on the stage. The instant 
tho delegates saw ,him they rose en 
masse and cheered their leader sxever- 
al minutes. When quict was resto 
ed. the strike leader begun reading 
dis carefully prepared opening cd- 
dress. 

PRESIDENT MITCHELL'S ADDRESS, 

‘In his opening specch President 
Mitchell said: 

“Gentlenan,—In opening thie con- 
vention for the traxaction of busi- 
ness, I take pleasure in extending a 
Warm geevting and welcome to the 
accredited . representatives of — the 
150,000 men‘aud boys whose heroic 
struggle for living wages und) Ameri- 
can conditions of employment. has 
won the admiration of the whole 
civilized wyrld. Language is inade- 
quate to express the sense of pride 
Lfcel in you und thoxe you | repre 
sent. Your, noble defence of the 
principles of unionism endeark you 
to every man and womnn in oir land 
who works for q livelihood, When 
the history of the struggles of toilers 
shall be written its pagos will record 
no event inore hinportant, no prin- 
ciple nore ally defended, no battle 
more bravely fought than the con- 
test which I earnestly hope is now 
about to be happily « 

Voor Help the Foor.

Through Interinediar- 
ies, we have received assurance that 
the companies are to meet ths issucs 
fairly, that they ure not disposed to 
blacklist the men;*that they do not 
propose to be vindictive; that as far 
ag possible, nen are to be returned 
to their old places.

mer positions at alls” When you vote, 
on this proposition;you must do. it 
with as full knowledge as I can give 
you. 

Every Man Struck For Wages. 

“Now let me empbasize this point: 
That the poorest boy that worked in 
a breaker is us dear to us as the 
men who ran the engines, that while 
we shall try with all ths power we 
have to get every man that struck 
back to his old job, we will make 
special efforts for none and show spe- 
cial favors to nons. We want — the 
engineers and the firemen ‘and the 
pumpmen, cad the inspectors and the 
bosses to go back, but we do not 
Want them to go back one bit more 
than We want the little breaker boys 
to go back. There wux no single 
class of workmen who went out on a 
sympathetic strike. Every man who 
Struck, struck for wages: he struck 
for exuctly the saine thing the min- 
era and mine Inborera struck for. As 
far a8 it is within the power of the 
unfon, we shall afford protection to 
every man, union or non-union, who 
went out on strike with us. But, 
gentlencn, it may be true that xome 
will be sacrificed, and, much as wo 
shall regret that, I desire to xay that 
no bate wus ever fought, no victory 
Was eVer won that did not carry with 
it some victims. Lives have been 
lost to gain the most brilliaat vie- 
tories that were ever won in” the 
world. If it uppeais to your judg- 
ment to accept the recommendations 
of your officers, If you decide to de- 
fer to the judgment of the President 
of your country, if you wish to be 
guided by the advice of your friends 
all over the Jand, and decide to re 
turn to work, the United: Mine Work- 
ers of America will protect the man 
who happens to be left out‘of his 
job. In our pledge to the President 
of the United States, in-which we 
notificd him that we woukl recom- 
incnd to you a resumption of work, 
We suid that we should sccomuncnd a 
return of our people to their old jobs, 
and, if the coal compantes fail. to 
give our incn their old places, if they 
fail to treat them reasonably, we 
shall carry the question to the tri- 
bunal named by the Presidegt, and 
ask that tribunal to decide that we 
are entitled to the work we left when 
Wwe went on strike, , 

Fustice by Attrition,

His remarks were greeted with ap 
phiese, Another delegate made a 
speech against ending the strike with- 
outg Cohnite surance of reinstate 
wnent, and Mr. Mitchell was again 
lcd upon for an explanation of the 
flatus of the arbitration plan os it 
now stands.

These 
names are secepted by the operators 
and T now earnstly ask and urge 
that the minors likewise accept this 
commission.

Movable Drops In Dismoneas. 

It bas long been known that dia- 
monds, especially.the class known as 
“rose diamonds,” are likely to explode 
if subjected only to what would seem a 
very ordinary dezree of heat; such as 
strong rays from the sun, etc. It is 
now beliered that the explosions are 
the result of the mplid expansion of 
certain volatile ljuids inclosed in cavi- 
ties near the center of these precious 
stones, A great many diamonds, even 
though cut, mounted and worn as gems 
of perfection, are still in an unfinished 
condition—that Is, the Uquid drop from 
which the stone Is_belng formed has 
not as yet deposited all of its “pure 
crystals of carbon.” These movable 
drops may occasionally be secn with 
the-naked eye. 

-When this is the case, a strong mi- 
croscope will give the drop the apipear- 


“ance of a bubble in the fuld of a car- 


penter’s level. It is also highly prob- 
able that besides the Uquid mentioned 
these cavities may contain gases under 
great tension. ‘This being the case, 
one may readily comprebend how a 
very small amount of beat would 
cause the liquid and gas to expand to 
such a degree that the diamond would 
give way with all the characteristics 
of a miniature explosion.

‘Their dashirg 
actions, cool” ferocity, quiet ‘*slim- 
ness,”" and guileless **verncukery"™ of 
the Boers themselves--and their pure 
hard check—rendered ~~ then famous 
and fascinating wherever they went. 

This story of one of them. who out- 
Cunadianed the Canadians, may be 
worth recording, even though, possil- 
ty, it bet been told in print before. 
It is of a man whose renown travel- 
cd through all Africa, who, though 
he Was but p corporal of mounted ip- 
fantry. attained a degree of local 
fame * such as soine brigadier might 
even have envied. It was related to 
the writer by c Highland officer in 
Wynberg Hospital, who, having al- 
Jowed a bullet to pass clean through 
his head somewhere in that neighbor- 


“hood, had been q patient in the hos 


pital at Vredefort. and had himself 
heard it from both Bocr and English 
sources. 

“Well, it scems that this Corporal 
Clarkson of the Canadian Mounted 
Infantry, you know, was rather a 
noted character in Tlutten’s Brigade, 
They used to give hius all the hard 
jobs to co—ridin’ out reconnpitrin’ 
Ly himself, you know, end go forth— 
and he generally managed to do 
whatever he was instructed to, and a 
good deal beside. . Sort of "handy 
man’ at scoutin’, you know. 

“Well. when French's crowd 
just thinking «gout crossing the 
Vaal, they cainped q few miles out- 
side gn Hitt place called Vredefort— 
typjeal ‘dorp,” an’ all that—you 
know the kind of thing. Expected a 
big fight somewhere akout, but it 
dicn’t come off. So, just to make 
sure, French thought he'd send some 
one out to reconnoitre Vredefort. Ac- 
cording}y, the M.I, were told to find 
a patrol to do the Job. 

“Whoever it was had the scnding 

out of the expedition I don't know, 
but I really think that the man who 
picked Clarkson to lead must him- 
self havo been a born Jeader of incn, 
you know—sort of chappy who re 
cognizes ‘the qualifications of — his 
men, you know, when he wants any- 
thing done. 
\t'So this fellow Clarkson was par- 
adcd with five of his ‘darned outfit,” 
as those chappies call themselves, 
you know—and instructed to go and 
find out whether Vredefort was oc- 
cupicd or not. So out he went. 

“When they got to within about a 
nile of the town, they came quite 
suddinly over a ridge on to a Boer 
outpost, or picket, or something — 
consistin’ of eight or ten lusty 
Datchmen. Clarkson arrived so very 
abruptly in their midst that thry 
hardly knew what was the right 
thing to do—to, shoot or rin. Quite 
fabbergasted ‘em, you know. The 
sullant corporal took in the situa- 
tion at a glance—Ict on he was the 
general himself, you know, and de 
maAnded their corms. I-think ‘they 
must have keen g lot of awful John- 
nies, you know—kind of town guard 
of Vredefort or someth’ny, because

they just did as he told) ‘em. He 
took their ponies, remounted — his 
inen fresh, sent the Boers away on 


foot, and, leaving two men to cuard 
the loot, continued his advance on 
Vredefort. ; 

“Well, when he rode into Vrede- 
fort, he found the Duteh people fair- 
ly seared, you know. They knew 
Frene! was pretty close, and hal 
been Alling one another up with Hes 
about What would happen if he en- 
tered Ube place. "There were white 
flags up on cvery chimney-pot — and 
Rate-post, 

“Clarkson simply rode straizht up 
to the office of the Landrost—xort of 
civil magistrate Johnnic, you know, 
Ty. this time he was Comimantler-in- 
Chief, vice Lord Roberts, rexigned : 
if you give o Conedian an ell he'll 
take as far as bis rifle can carry, 

“Our friend simply demanded . the 
eurrender of the tewn—nothing est 
We'll the oor. Josony was so ove 
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come, you know, and so Yerr much 
afraid of losing hia ‘billet. that he 
thought perhaps he'd better do as re- 
quested, sccing also that Clarkson 
must undoubtedly be a gener- 
al of very | great -standing. 
So, actin’ under orders from 
Field-Marshall Lord Clarkson, be 
svimmond all the available burghers 
who had arms to deposit ‘em imme- 
diately in the Market Square, an” 
come un’ listen to what the great of- 
ficer of General French had to’ say. 
Course, you know, they think French 
has seniority of God Almighte. Al- 
together, Clarkson collectet! between 
forty’ and fifty Mausers and Marti- 
nis, stacked then in a Wagon, nn’ 
sent ‘em into Tiutton’s camp with a 
noto and one of his remaining three 
incn—haying previously invited him- 
self to lunch with the Landrost” at 
the hotel. 1 hard about the note; 
it was something like this, you 
know: ’ 

**Dear Gencral—P!ease receive ac- 
companying xrmament of one com- 
mfdo., I am pleased to state that 
1 have this day cartured the city of 
Vredefort (fancy Vredefort a ‘‘city’’) 
and taken y large number of prison- 
ers, Whom I propose, subject to your 
nupproval, to release upon parole. 
You will be glad to hear that I am 
et the present moment enjoying an 
excelfent luncheon with the mayor of 
this tity. We're havin® champagne! 
After lunch, us to-morrow will be the 
birthday of Her Most Gracious Ma- 
gesty Queen Victoria, I propose to 
formally annex this city to the Drit- 
ish dominions. opin’ this will find 
you well, und in good spirits, ax it 
lenses) me at present. I am, dear 
sir, yours faithfully, Duncan Clark- 
sen, Corporal, Canadian 41.1," 

“Well, after lunch, be had “em all 
called up into the Market Square 
again. Some Enclish lady had a 
flass hidden away all the time, anid 
tho produced it for the occasion. So 
Clarkson commanded the Free State 
flag to be hauled down, ard ran the 
Union Jack up invits place. 

Then he made ‘em q great speech, 
Pointed out all the benefits that 
would accrue to Vredefort: under Bri- 
tish rule, you know, an® all that — 
antl finally worked ’em up into quite 
au pitch of enthusiasm, you know, so 
that ,they gave three cheers, and 
sung ‘Ged Save the Quecn.’ etcetera. 

*But the best of it, you know, was 
na snapthot which that English lady 
too with her hoduk, an’ which I 
saw aiterwards. There were all the 
old Boer Johnales, you know, cheer- 
in’ away like anything. en’ throwin’ 
up their Fats into the air—our brave 
hoy, seatodt on his pony in the mid- 
dle of the crowd of ‘em, smilin’ like 
a Cheshire cat, and—with one hand 
on the butt of his revolver?

Sudmarine Tablelands That StretcE 
Across the Atiantic. 

There scems to be. no logicai reason 

why cables cannot be laid \across any. 


section of the oceans of the world, no |. 


matter bow great the depth. Some por- 
tions of the Atlantic cables ure three 
niles below the surface, and this'is not 
necessarily the extreme depth, for the 
cable may and probably docs pass 
from the top of one submarine bill to 
another without drooping materially 
Into the deep’ valleys between. says 
Lipplocott’s Magazine. ‘The greatest 
known depth of the sea [s 40,036 feet, 
or 735 miles, found in the south At- 
lantic midway between the Island of 
Tristan da Cunba and the mouth of 
the Ifo de Ia Plata; Soundings hare 
been made to the depth of 27,480 fee 
.{n the north Atlantic south of New- 
foundland, and about 34,000 fcet, or 
nearly 6}4 miles, fs reported south of 
the Bermudas. Even such enormous 
. depths as these need not hinder cable 
laying so far as the theory is con- 
cerned,- but in practice, for reasons of 
economy in maintenance and other- 
wise, It is found best to take adran- 
tage of favoring conditions in the 
ocean’s bed. To illustrate, all of the 
cables between the United States and 
Europe runiup along our coast until 
they reach the nelghborhood of New- 
foundland before starting across to 
their destination In Ireland or France. 
The reason for this ts found in the 
range of submarine tab! form- 
ing an Ideal cable bed, which Mes be- 
tween the three latter countries. 








The Sea Trout. 

The gamest of salt water fish, after 
the striped bass, Is the weakfish, or sea 
trout. The sport of angling for them 
is gencrally enbanced because, feeding 
as they generally do near the surface, 
it Is possible to fish for them with light 
tackle. The best places to find them 
in the vicinity of New York are Ja- 


maica bay, the southwestern shore of; 


Staten Island and the mouth of the 
Shrewsbury river. While they bave 
been caught svelghing upward of twen- 
ty pounds, a six or ten pounder is a 
good size, and the average will only 
run from one to two and a half. There 
is never any doubt when a. weakfish 
bites.

He was again ex- 
pelled on a new charge, that ho had 
deliberately repeated in The Advocate 
the libellous statement that ‘The 
present House is an’ assembly _ of 
sycophants,"’ although the real of- 
fence seems to have been the charge 
that they were a band of public rot- 


bers. 


Some indication of the sentiment 
of the time may be Icarned from a 
notice of motion given by Mr. 
Thompson #f an address to the King, 
praying him to remove ths scat of 
of Governincnt to some more _ safe 
and convenient position. 

After Mackenzie’s  reclecticn in 
1833 another great crowd followed 
their leader in wnother attempt to 
enter the House. The Sergeant-at- 
Arms ordered Mackenzie to Jenve and 
drew his sword, but Mackenzie refus- 
«<4 to move, when the custodian of 
the mace attempted to eject him. A 
stalwart Ilichlander, however, inter- 
fered on behalf of the little Scotch- 
man. Great confusion reigned in the 
gallcries and lobbies, and, fearing 
bloodshed, the crowds were addressei 
and q truce was called. 2 : 

Admirers of the two statesmen 
whose statues grace Queen's Park, 
Sir John-A. Macdonald and Hven. 
George Brown, will recall with inter- 
est the memorable attack of the for- 
mer on the latter during the sessions 
of 1856-9, which culminated in a 
charge of “falsifying testimony and 
suborning  witnesscs’’ in connection 
with an iavestigation concerning 
Kingston penitentiary. The charge 
was ultimately proved unfounded “but 
the perrenal hostility Letween the 
two leaders never fully dicd out. 

In 1838 came the ‘double shullle” 
which was characterized by the usual 
displays of bitter party feeling. The 
want of confidcnco motion 
Brown-Borion Administration 
fiercely debated ti midnight, when 
the two days old Cabinet was defent- 
ed.

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A Toronto lady who recently made 
n tour of British Columbia thus de- 
scribes some of her experiences: 

Glacier isn delightful stopping 
place.

Abbott is what the Swiss guide calls 
An easy ascent. You can decide that 
by your own ccndition after you havo 
mado it, but at’ all events try it if 
you are in the way of mountain climt- 
ing. ‘The mount, one of the shoul- 
ders of Ross Peuk, rises behind the 
hotel. You climb the hillside, ox 
steep as a stairway, through “the 
woods for an hour and three-quarters, 
when you reach the suqw level, th: 
guide giving a helping hand) whin 
needed till you rench the summit, and 
countless snowclud mountain peaks 
are in view, with the valley below, 
and ot we caught sight of the train 
it eppeared like a small beck snake 
wiegling through the water. 

We saw some red snow. This _ is 
quite a curiosity. ‘The guide toll us 
it is quite common in the Pyrenees— 
Ivam not sure about the Alps. Itis 
a fungus growth, and looks as snow 
would with blood sprinkled on the 
surface. When you crush it a red 
inky matter remains on your hand. 

From. Glacier we went to Ficld, 
spent three days there, end were dis- 
appointed not to have had more time 
amongst our contemporarics, the tril- 
obites, and such like of the fossil bcd. 
The Yoho Valley has Jately ien 
made accessible to the tourist. Field 
is the starting point for this txip. 
Those who made the journsy, cad 
say it 
is quite as Ens. Unfortunately, that 
was onc of the things we had to 
leave for next time. 

We left Field with regret at our 
enforced short stay, and took our 
way to Laggan. ‘This is the inost 
unique spot in our travels. Arriving 
at the little station you arr, to pny 
the least, not impressed with the 
Prospect. It is about as untikely a 
spot os could well te imagined. You 
take the buggy sent from the chalet 
to meet you and drive to, the swall 
Cc. P. R. hotel. Arriving there, such 
na wonderfully beautiful panoraina 
opens to yout view, - 

The hotel or chalet is built on the 
edge of Lake Louise, which appears 
very diminutive owing to tke vast 
surrourdings. On one side is q high 
mountain, sloping gradually and end- 
ing about the centre of the Jake. This 
slope is thickly wooded, and rising 
on the opposite bank is a rugged 
rocky face, with scarcely any growth. 
Then from the centre of the lake, 
wheie the slope of cach mountain be 
gins, the Victoria glacier’ rises. 1 
coukl not picture the effect of this 
beautiful lake, six hundred fect deep— 
ita color a deep emerald, ond as it 
were a snowy mountain rising out of 
ft. 1 sat on the verandah all after- 
noon and watched the wenderfui sha- 
dows gather and creep down gradual- 
Iy, deepening as the sun sank, and 
changing from blues to greens, and 
lighting up in sudden and quickly ex- 
pirinz splendor as the last rays ne 
flected from the bare rocks were 
caught up by the shadows on the 
Jake. 

The next morning we started on 
Ponies ta see the upper Inkes, Mirror 
and Agnes. We rede through the 
woods up the side of the mountain, 

pretty steep in places, till the three 
lakes became visible at once. A 
gentleman who had visited the Alps 
said the night reminded him more of 
the scenery there than any part ‘of 
the Mockics. 

I must coniess- thot our outfit, 
from a spectacular point. of view, 
was more ludicrous than picturesque. 
We all sat our horses astride—no 
sidesaddles avniluble, the impression 
veing that riding astride was safer. 
I did not stop to think how I look- 
cd, simply adapted myself to the ne- 
cessitics of the situation and got on 
nm Pony of huge girth. with a Mexi- 
can saddle anand dilapidated bridlo 
that had q decided tendency to come 
apart. ‘The pény was so steady I 
made up my mind that should the 
bridle fail me I could hold on by the 
pommel. We got pretty well on our 
way up the mountain when we over- 
took a lady who had mounted the 
only pony she could get at the sta- 
tion. minus a saddle. She was do- 
ing famously under the circumstances, 
Dut her plight was rather startling 
as we came upon her in the woods. 
She had slipped back and back as 
she ascended the mountain until 
when we saw her she was almost ov- 
er the tail of the horse. By a dex- 
terous move she leaned” forward, 
caught the animal round the neck 
and pulled herself into position. 1 
heard her remark as T came up. ‘‘T 
don’t think that lady's saddle ‘is 
very safe." IT could not help saying, 
“I don't fecl Iam taking more 
chances than you are, madam." From 
a genticnman who saw her as she 
went down the hill wo learned that 
she sat as nearly over the ears of 
the animal as she had over the tail 
on the way going up. 

From, Laggan we went to Banff, 
and spent three daya most delightful- 
ly. The air is delightful, ond ‘one 
marvels that one can overtake so 
much with such slight fatigue,

: GREAT STEEL PLANT. 


Kally Beorsard Tells’ ef Its Weedertal 
Moechanism—Every where Laber-saring 
‘Devices Abound—The Material. 


It was ogain @ glorious Sep 
day, puch/as only Canada Saeee 
vide, ‘when our little party «of «six 
started for the Dominion Company's 
steel’ and inon works, situated some 
distance from the Town of Sydney, 
Cape Breton, writes Lally Bernard in 
The Toronto Globe. 

‘The first thing that struck me in 
connection with Sydney was the won- 
derful piers ahd’ the machinery, which 
made them Jook unlike any of the 
great triumphs of modern engincer- 
ing I had hitherto seen.) There were 
really. three immeme pliers within 
sight as we entered the harbor, and 
without doubt the most important 
part of the great works are those 
large labor-saving ‘devices which 
handle the immensely heavy material 
which is received and shipped. 

The first thing which struck one on 
coming towards the row of red brick 
buildings and masses of masonry and 
machinery was the fact that so much 
Was open to the air and brilliant 
sunlight, which scemed to penetrate 
every crevice and corner. The im- 
mense Line of works scemeq strung 
out from the furthermost point of 
the peninsula, and the whole story 
of the success of the Dominion Steel 
und Iron Works lay possibly in the 
fact that nowhere clse in the world 
has nature prepared so perfectly tho 
ground {or such an enterprise. 

Once not Jong ago I heard a wal 
ask: *‘Where are the stcel mines situ- 
ated at Sydney? I heard they got 
the iron from Delle Isle, where all 
the wreeks take place.” She had not 
lived in the age when the only scien- 
tific knowledge deemed ‘possible for 
the female sex had been hammered in 
from that well-krown and plump 
little text book, —‘‘Somebody’s 
Science of Things Familiar,’’ where 
one did learn that for the manufac- 
ture of stcel there are four different 
ingredients required—coal, ore, lime- 
stone and dolomite—arel, if one may 
be allowed to add another ingredi- 
ent, *‘capital.”* 

it is nevdless to say that the Delle 
Isle referred to by the Indy in ques- 
tion is not the Belle Island in Con- 
ception Bay, Newfoundland, 402 
miles from Sydney by steamer, from 
which the Wabana ore comes. I had 
in my possession some of this ore, 
n tiny picce about the size and thick- 
ness of a fashionable cigarctte case, 
of a beautiful ruddy brown color, but 
immensely heavy, considering its 
size. The coal, which is converted in- 
to coke, comes by rail from the Do- 
minion Coal mines, not more than 
sixteen miles away, and the retort 
ovens im which it is prepared are in- 
teresting beyond words. One cannot 
help regretting that time would not 
allow one to spend days in watching 
the marvels of modern mechanical 
science. The limestone which we saw 
stored in great bins came in barges 
from a point about sixteen miles 
from the works. So, taking it all 
round, the materials, with the excep- 
tion of the ore, are, practically 
speaking, *‘on the spot.” The ques- 
tion of ore, and a further supply, is 
one which is of absorbing Interest to 
the people of Sydney, for, 
speaking to many men concerned in 
the nmtter, one finds t there is 
not, as a general rule, very much 
confidence felt in the skill and ability 
of the mass of prospectors and min- 
eralogists on this continent. “The 
knowledge necessary is in the hands 
of the few, and while there is a gen- 
eral belicf that Canada is immensely 
rich in ore of different kirsis, the pro- 
per impetus has not even yet been 
given to enable us to develop our re- 
sources in this direction. Even to-day 
the process of mining of almost any 
kind of ore is so costly that men 
having little personal knowledge of 
what is required hesitate to put 
their capital into what may be a 
magnificent investment. 

There was something splendidly 
stimulating and magnificent in those 
giant enterprises which rose up be- 
fore one at the very first step’ one 
took on Canadian soil after leaving 
the continert of- Europe. One knew 
that it was only in January, 1902, 
that the open-hearth process, by 
which steel is manufactured in this 
age. began work at Sydney, and that 
already the company are shipping to 
England, the United States, and even 
Gerinany. Masses of shipping were 
crowded along the piers waiting for 


the pig Iron and steel ingots. But 
unless one sees the works himself 
there {fs little chance of realizing 


what is being done by the company 
in the markets of the world. One 
could not help wishing that Rudyard 
Kipling’s pen might give to the 
world one of those extraordinarily 
humanized pen pictures of this great 
machinery, such as he gave of the 
steamboat and the locomotive. So 
giguntic is the machinery connected 
with the blowing engine, which de- 
livers filty thousand cubic fect of air 
per minute, that the structure which 
covers them appears simply a fragile 
shell compared with the massive and 
intricate maze of flying wheels art 
leather bands, enormous valves and 
boilers, scaling lacders and narrow 
galleries which rise to an extraordi- 
nary height above one, There is a 
great deal of electric power used, 
and this is generated from the waste 
fas from the blast furnaces, which 
is put jnto an electric power-house 
and conducted to nearly every part 
of the building. | We watched with 
breathless‘interest the gas fucl in the 
great blast furnaces, the roar of the 
blast sounding like the surf on the 
shore. Then, again, there was the 
marvellous niachinery which hauled 
ip an almost perpendicular incline of 
what I should imagine to be a hun- 
dred feet, the coke, ore, limestone, 
ete., used in the process of metal 
manufacture, to the top of the blast 
furnace, and when it reached the 
summit automatically tilted the con- 
tents into the mouth of the furnace.

Peo- 
ple sboutd buy Canadian goods ot 
for th: benafit of the Conadian man- 
ufacturers alone, but for the good 
of the whole people. For myself lain 
a protectionist, not thut we need 
protection so much inp our business, 
but because I believe it is [hy policy 
which will build up Canada aiid ait 
all classes of {ha community. 

“In our business we mect some 
keen competition [rom the ‘United 
States in the matter of moodenware. 
Th: woodcenware manufacturers on 
the other side have an association or 
combine. and by means of it they 
obtain higher prices at home ‘than 
wo get here. (hen they slaughter on 
the Canadian market. There are m 
atyles for pails and tubs at different 
seasona Of the year, as there are ‘fn 
th> caso of] trex; goods, snd 60 there 
i mot the explanation of old-fach- 
joned to offer far this slaughtering.

AND QUICK TO LEARN. 





They Can, Without Much Trouble, De 
Made to Signal “Yes” and “Ne,” to 
Shake Hands and to Lie Down at 
the Word of Command, 

There are so many things that s 
horse can be taught to do, says Suc- 
Cess, that it fs hard to tell which to 
select as best illustrating the methods 
by whjch we teach them. The follow- 
ing, however, will furnish the key! 

Take a pin in your band, and, stand- 
ing abreast of a horse’s near shoul- 
der, prick him lightly on the breast. 
This resembles the bite of a fiy, and 
to drive off the nuisance he will bring 
down his nose to his breast. This you 
accept as “Yes” and immediately re- 
ward him by feeding him a lump of 
sugar or some other trifle that he likes. 


‘Repeat the operation till he brings 


down his head at the slightest move- 
ment of your hand toward his breast, 
By degrees you cafi substitute a simple 
downward morement of the hand, 
which is less noticeable to an onlook- 
er, but equally effective. 

Standing In the same position, prick 
him Ughtly with a pin on the top of his , 
neck. He will at once shake his bead, 
which {s accepted as “No;” then re- 
ward him as before, Repeat this until 
he shakes his bead at the least upward 
movement of the hand. This signal, 
as be learns bis lesson more perfectly, 
can be gradually Jessened until it is 
very slight indeed. To say “Yes” or 
“No” Is a very simple trick, and yet 
there is none that shows to better ad- 
vantage. Of course when a horse bas 
thoroughly learned to obey the signals 
you can ask him some questions and 
then, by the motion of your band, 
make lim say “Yes” or “No” as you 
please. : 

To teach a horse to shake hands, fas- 
ten a short strap to one fore foot below 
the fetlock. Then, standing in front of 
the horse and having the strap in your 
hand, say, “Shake hands,” and imme- 
diately pull up his foot and take it in 
your hand, Then, still holding the foot, 
reward and caress him exactly as you 
would If he had givea it to you of his 
own accord, Keep repeating the oper- 
ation, being carefa! to reward him only 
while his foot isin your hand. He will 
very soon learn to give you his foot 
the moment you reach your hand to- 
ward {t, 

To teach a horse.to Me down at a 
word of command first sclect.a good, 
smootb plece of greenswari, where he | 
will not burt bimself. Harness bim 
with a surcingle and bridje and strap 
up his off fore foot. A common breech- 
ing strap is best for this, the short 
loop around dis foot between the fet- 
lock and the hoof and the long one 
nround bis forearm, Fasten one end 
of a strap to the near fore foot below 
the fetiock, pass the other end up 
through the surcipgie and take it io 
your right band and the bridle rein in 
your left hand. Push bim slightly, and 
the moment he steps pull sharply on - 
the strap. ‘ 

This of course will bring him to his 
knees. If be is a horse of any spirit, 
he will generally fight very pertina- 
clously before he gees down; but, hav- 
ing the use of only bis two bind legs, 
he soon becomes wearied and rests 
with bis knees on the ground, Now 
pull bis head toward you, and be will | 
fall over the other way. < 

Hold him down for some minutes, 
meanwhile speaking to him very sooth- 
ingly. Feed bim lumps of sugar; in 
fact, make as much as possible of bim 
while in this position. Then release 
him and repeat the lesson. He soon 
learns to Me down very readily, and 
then you can omit strapping his off 
fore foot. Later you can also abandon 
the use of the strap and surclogle by 
taking his near foot in your hand. 
Then you can accomplish the purpose 
by simply touching the near fore leg 
witb your band and finally by a mo 
tion of your hand toward his leg. 

You sbould always accompany the 
signal by the cominand, “Lie down!" 
By degrees be learns its meaning, and 
the signal can be dispensed with. If a 
horse 1s large and strong, the trainer 
must be cool, wide awake and alert; 
otherwise he may make a botch of it 
and injure the horse. or himself or 
both.

A Fragment of Canadian History. 


An incident in the life of Gencral 
Winfield Scott, told by himself very 
rarely, well illustrates how — tritles 
may change the current of events, It 
was a tritle which saved his life at 
what is known as the “Chippeway 
breakfast.” On July 4, 1814, Gen- 
cral Scott's brigade had been skir~ 
mishing all day with General Itiall’s 
forces, and had driven the enemy 
tlown toward the town of Chippewa.

Just at dusk a man came to ten- 
eral Scott with a message from a 
lady who lived in a large house on 
the opposite side of the ervek, She 
asked that a sentinel! might be placed 
at the bridge to prevent straysing 
soldiers from going to “her house. 
Her husband was in Canada, “she 
wrote, and she was alone with her 
five children, save for the presence of 
one friend, a young lady.

“Early the next morning the same 
messenger again appeared,” says 
Gereral Scott, “bearing the — lady's 
thanks and the request that I, with 
as many of my staff as I chose to 
bring with me, would breakfast with 
hee that day. 

**Acting on the impulse of the mo- 
ment, I called two of my aids end 
returned “with the messenger. Our 
hostess met us cordially, and at once 
ushered us into the  dinires-room, 
where we were presented to a charm: 
ing young Iady. It was a rare plea- 
sure for us to be in ladies’ society or 
to sit down to a well-ordered table, 
and We Were prepared to enjoy the 
meal. 

“Eefore we had broken our fast 
Licutenant Watts rose from the table 
to get his bandanna, which had been 
left in his hat at.a side table near 
the window. Glancing out, he saw 
Indians approaching the house on one 
side and redcoats on the other, with 
the evident intention of surrounding 
the house and capturing us. 

“ ‘General, owe are betrayed!” he 
cried. 

“Springing from the table we ran 
from the house and as fast as our 
legs would carry us toward our own 
camp. Several shots were fired after 
us, but we were fortunate cnough to 
escape unhurt,

‘The Manitoba harvest field is a fine 
example of ths division ‘of labor, 
Labor unions ‘are very strong “in 
Winnipeg, where lator sees all 
around so much cheap,land that it 
hasnt been able to get hold of. But 
naturally enough ‘tho Jabor union in- 
fluence has oxtended to'the wheat 
fields, where a schedule of duties and 
wages prevails which is absolutely 
unbreakable. The man who runs a 
thresher outfit makes a bargain like 
this: He will thresh for six cnts a 
hushel, for which amount he provides 
the following staff, whom, of course, 
he pays out of his six cents to the 
bushel: A certificated engineer to 
run‘ the engine, five dollars a day; a 
stoker, two dollars a day; a tanker, 
with team and wagon, to draw wat- 
er for the engine, four. dollars a day 
Gf thresher has to provide team and 
wogon, two Uoilar# a day) a separat- 
or man—usually the proprietor of 
the _outfit—two dellors (a day; a 
straw bucker, with team and bucking 
pole, four dollars 9 day; and five to 
teven wheat pitchers at two dollars 
a day cach. The farmer boards the 
men ond horses of the threshing out- 
fit at his. own’ expense, while the out- 
fit man pays their wages. ' The far- 
tner, who has had perhaps’ six, bac 
vest hands on the binder and follow- 
ing it, puts his men and wagons as 
stuckers, and hires boys to tcam the 
bagged wheat from neparator-to ele- 
vator. In short, the threshcr ‘docs 
and pays all that appertains to the 
threshing outfit, while the farmer 
uses his harvest staff cither to draw 
to or draw from the separator. 
There is only one exception to this 
rulc. The bagger draws two wages— 
one from the thresher, one from the 
farmer. His busincsas is to keep the 
hoppers clear and wheat in bagsaand 
for that he gets two dollars a ‘: 
If he is expected to lift the bag from 
hopper to farm wagon, the farmer 


must pay him a dollor a day for it; 
the

gets three dollara a day, and is a

‘The farmer's profit on ten thousand 
bushels of wheat at fifty-five cents a 
taishel necd nat be discussed — here, 
but the thresher’s profit on the same 
reckoning is an casier matter to get 
at. Supposing his outfit paid for, 
what can he make on five days’ 
threshing? It takes him a day to 
thresh two thousand bushels, and for 
that ho gets $120. Wages and team 
hire are tho only outlay, because the 
farincr fecds and houses the outit. 
Figuring on tho scale of labor al- 
reatly indicated, his daily expenditure 
is from $25 to $30—lenving a net 
Profit of $90 to $95 a day. There are 
from forty to fifty days of threshing, 
nnd other grains than wheat which 
must bo tkreshed at lower rates per 
bushel. But when all is said “and 
done the threshing outfit man inakes 
u big profit for a short season and 
a small investment. It is not sur- 
prising to hear that lately.groups of 
farmers around Hartncy have formed 
syndicates and purchased threshing 
outfits. After their own crops are 
in the elevator those outfits will be 
hired out, and so the Manitoba far- 
mer will reap two Pprofite—vune on the 
wheat and another on the threshing

Mr Roberts is the scn of Rev. G. 
G. Roberts, canon of Christ Church 
Cothedral, Fredericton, N.DB., and a 
native of that Province. ‘Ile was ed- 
ucated at the Colleginte Institute of 
Fredricton, under Dr. Parkin, and 
graduated from the University of 
New Brunswick in 1879, with bonors 
in mental and ioral science und po- 
litical cconomy, | after a brillinnt 
course. He was principal for svveral 
yeurs of the Chatham, N.2., Gram- 
mar School, ani Jater filled the 
chair of English literature and etcn-

New Use For Grasshoppers, 

Water and oll have long been used 
by painters, and now, according to dL.

To him this seems a remarka- 
ble discovery, and he claims that grass- 
hopper paintings are bound to become 
popular very soon. If he Is right, 
grasshoppers, which have s0 Jong been 
the bane of Algerian farmers, nore like- 
ly to become a source of Income to 
them.

‘What Ia Nature Stady? 

One might suppose that the deflni- 
tion of a thing so much talked about 
as “nature study” would Jong ago 
have been settled, but this seems not 
to be the case. Different professors 
give yarious ipterpretations of it. Pro- 
fessor W. J. Beal says Louls Agassiz 
was the real originator of nature 
study many years ago when he sct his 
students at Harrard to work on a Job- 
ster or a clam. For months the use of 
books was positively forbidden. The 





students were required to use only, 


their eyes and their intelligence. ‘ Ex- | 
cepting a few names, all that they were 
told was elther “You are: right,” or 
“You are wrong,” and if wrong, the 
etudent was kept at work “until he . 
saw the thing right.” What Agassiz 
chiefly imparted was the spirit of inde 
pendent work. :

French Academy of Sciences, who has 
been experimenting on the subject for 
six years, the violet rays of the spec- 
trum are of great practical value In the 
jewelry trade because they casily dis- 
tinguish the qualities of various gems. 
The fluorescence that they impart to 
diamonds offers a trustworthy dlagno- 
f’s of the excellence of ‘the stones. 
They are equally effective with rubles. 
The rubies of Burma hare a higher 
value than those of Siam, but experts 
are sometimes deceived in judging 
them by the ordinary methods. With 
the aid of the violet rays, however, the 
Burme-e gems can always be differen- 
tiated from tbe less precious varieties.

A More Serious Disaster Only Averted by 
the Splendid Example of = Few White 
Oflcers—Oficers Kitied, While ially- 
Tg Mea—Col. Cobbe and One Semall 
Stack tos Maxim Till Help Came— 
Urtish Not Porsued. 


Aden, Arnbia, Oct. 26.—Details of 
the fighting in Somalilané, Oct: 6, 
between the British (expeditionary 
force and the followeis of the Mad 
Mullah, show that. a more serious 
disaster wasonly averted by the 
splendid ‘example of the few white 
officers. As it was, the British force 
fost a Maxiin gun and 70 men killed, 
while 62 of their enemies’ dead were 
counted close to the firing line. 

Charred the Britis, 


Shortly after the British expedition 
left their, zarcba (fortified camp), for 
Mudug, Oct, 6, tho Mullah’s forces 
were reported about a mile ahead; 
and within half an hour, while’ the 
British were ad,ancing in single file 
through a dette jungle, the encmy 
charged the Britieh right Jan . But 
the Multah’s troops were met with 
such a severe fire that they swung 
round towards the Dritish centre and 
left. In the meanwhile the transport 
got mixed up with the firing line, 
which was thrown into confusion, and 
ao Maxim was rushed and arts 
as wére many camels, Major Ps 
was thot while gallantly. attcnpting 
to rally his men, and Licut. Everett 
was wounded while attending Major 
Phillips. 4 

Captain Served a Grn. 
- The disorder spread to the gun 
teams, which were driven back. Capt. 
Angus was killed while serving a 
gun. Col. Cobbe, with a single So- 
muli sergeant, continuing © serving a 
Maxim, and then Col. Swayne, the 
British commissioner in Somaliland,

‘of the globe. ’ 

(The Colonia on Oct. 6 completed 
her work of laying the longest secticn 
of marine cable in the world. Stact- 
ing from Bamfield Creck station, on 
‘Vancouver Island, Sept. 18, sh> laid 
3,345 knots of ocenn cable without 
ithe slightest hitch or delay, F. HR. 
\Laucus, the cable engineer in charge of 
the work for the Telegraph Construc- 
tion and Maintenance Company of 
London, buoyed the end of tho cable 
in 475 fathoms of water within oa 
mile of Fanning Island. 

Although the work ashore at Fan- 
ning Island had been going on for 
weeks before the actuul Taying of the 
cable was begun, the cable station 
house Was not ready for the cable at 
the time of Mr. Lucan’ visit. © The 
resjdents of Fanning Islund are cag- 
erly awaiting the installation of the 
cable. The advent of the line will 
be the occasion of a gencral holiday 
and demonstration throughout the 
Place. 

From Fanning Island the Colonig 
came to Honolulu, bringing cable 
gtams, The experience of receiving 
cablo news was decidedly startling. 
The newspapers printed all of the 
enblegrams, insignificant as some of 
the pews was, in large type. Mr. Lu- 
cas stated that the company was 
censidering the advisability of ex- 
tending the cable frou, Fanning Is- 
land to Honolulu. No decision in 
the inatter had been received, howev- 
er. g 

At Honolulu, Mr. Lucas found tho 
cableship Anglian awaiting the arrival 
of the Colonia. We transferred his 
entire staff to the Anglia. The Ang- 
lia will carry the cele to the Jand- 
ing station on Fanning Island, and 
from Fanning Island will lay the fine 
al lnk to Fiji, a distance of about 
two thousand, one hundred Knots, 
completing the work before Novi ,1. 
The line has alreviy been extended 
from Australian to Suva, Fiji, and ail 
that now remains to complete tho 
earth's girdle is the ‘link between 
Fanning Island and Fiji.

Repaul Rajpoots Cause Thelr Dangh- 
ters to Be Murdered. 

A Capuchin monk engaged In mis- 
slonary work in Nepaul, writing of 
Hindoo familly Ufe, remarks that It is 
very difficult for parents .to make ad- 
vantageous matches for thelr daugh- 
ters. The Hindoos therefore find a 
means of ridding themselves of too 
many daughters by murdering them. 
It is a well known fact that Hindoos 
of high’ birth, those who are called 
rajpoots, caused thelr daughters to be 
put to death after thelr birth by men 
specially engaged to do so. This crim- 
inal custom had become so general 
that-in--1840 in the seventy-three vil- 
lages of the Allahabad district there 
were only three girls under twelve 
years of age, and three years later in 
the town of Agra there was not one 
to be found under that oge. All bad 
been put to death, 

The English government-has very 
naturally passed severe laws against 
this abominable crime, but to evade 
them the Hindoos allow their girls to 
lve until the age of twelve, after 
which they do away with them by ad- 
ministering polson in small doses. 
Orientals are past mastcra in the art 
of polsoning, and after some minute 
inquiries it transpires that In many 
districts twenty-five out of every hun- 
dred girls have been got rid of in this 
manner. Those girls who have been 
spared they marry very early, gener- 
ally between fourteen and fifteen 
years, and that not according to their 
own cholce, but by the will of thelr 
parents, which Is decisive.

SEA FLOWERS AS PETS. 


The Queer Little Creatures Known 
as Anemones, 

The queerest pets in the world are 
kept in a beautiful row of clear, flash- 
ing, round glass tanks on an upper 
floor of a large aquarium. As you ap 
proach the tanks you beboki glowing 
Uittle groups of color and artistic blend- 
ing ond mingling of fantastic weeds 
and shining stones. Then when you 
peer into the tanks you sce what at 
first seem to you just like particularly 
handsome and gorgeous flowers grow- 
ing all over the little rockerles, Some 
of the flowers look like damty pink 
and white and yellow and purple and 
crimson dahilas, Others look ‘almost 
like daisies, with lacelike petals. 
Others fook like little star flowers, all 
pure white and perfect. These flowers 
are of all sizes, from tiny ones barely 
large enough to see to great ones al- 
most large enough to fill a xaucer. 

But if you will watch these “flow- 
ers” for a few minutes you will jump 
suddenly, ‘for all at once you will sce 
one more its petals. Then you will 
see another and another do it. Slowly 
the petals unfold or contract, with 
Httle jerking niovements, sometimes 
twining in the water ike snakes. 

Tap amartly on the table on which 
the tanks stand. and like Nzhtninz all 
the petals will have disappeared. 
These sea flovters are really not flow- 
ers at all, They are living creatures, 
known ns sea anemones, 

For .many years a scientist has 
tended and fed them, and. the little 
animated flowers actually have come 
to know him. When he feeds them, be 
puts a little bit of fish on the end of a 
long polnted stick and puts it care- 
fally down into the water until it is 
near the anemone. It did not take long 
for the beautiful things to understand 
it, and, whereas at first they used to 
withdraw their petals and shut up 
tightly when the stick approached, 
now they twine gracefully and stretch 
thelr dainty arms out as far as they

THOWITREES ARE BLAZE US) 


by the Ploucerm. 


No woodsiman, “guide or camper 
needs © to be ‘toldsthe’ meaning of 
“bitze'’—te knows it as he knows 
the alphatet. © The dictionary delines 
blaze, **To indicate, or mark out, ‘ar 
Ly cutting off picces of the bark cf u 
nuinber of trees in succession,” as to 
blaze n path through a) forest.” 

In the |" carly days, when Cencda 
Was nearly all forest, when clearings 
were being made and there were few 
or no -ruads, travel from jilace to 
place, or from ~ neighbor to neighbor, 
was accomplished by means of paths 
blazed through the! weods, — Munters 
and’ woodsmen are juithe habit of 
blazing their course’ through the deep 
woods in onder that they may! not 
become Jost or lose time in” their 
travels. To blute is to clip of with 
an axe or hatchet a portion «f the 
bark of tree trunks, ‘cutting © deep 
enough to tuke out a piece of the 
‘ood along with the bark. In blazing 
for a path very small tcecs are cut, 
while in blazing for the bounds of a 
lot’ or town or for a farm line larger 
trees are selected, the blaze’ being 
usuaily inade about breast high. 
When, however, as inoften the case, 
blazing is done in winter, when the 


Snow is deep, by men travellng on 


snowshoes, the mark is higher up on’ 
the trees, After such blazes ‘have be- 
come grown over, and in’ subsequent 
years it ‘becornes 2to'| per- 
ambulate: the’ lines thus’ made, the 
surveyors have to examine the trees 
high up on the trunk, which is slo 
and diMfcult work, 

In running a line or establishing 
bounds through a forest the surveyor 
blazes in this manner. If the line 
goes to the Icit of a tree designed to 
be Dilaved the trev ts blazed upon the 
right side; if the line goes to the 
right the tree is blazed upon the left 
side, while if the line strikes the tree 
fairly, then the trunk is blazed upon 
both sides. In running a boundary 
line atu corner, where two lines 
come together, cither 2 monument is 
erected—a stake and four bowlders 
constituting “such —monuinent—or a 
tree is blazed on all four sides, or, 
perhaps, four trees blazed, to indicdte 
sas nearly ar possible the turning 
point of the linc. 

The permanency of the record made 
by blazing trees is quite remarkable, 
anditis a matter of fact that in 
muny cases of dixputed lines or 
boundaries of lots in forest lands the 
courts have held the record of the 
blazes ns sufficient and reliable, where 
carefully drawn plans and formally 
attested title deeds have been set 
anside as containing possible — errors. 
‘The wound of a blazed treo heals 
over, but never so) completely that 
the scar will not be readily recogniz- 
ed by the experienced | woodsman; 
therefore, so long ax the blazed tree 
escapes fire and the axe of the lum- 
herman, so long that tree is an in- 
eflaceable recoil of the line as sur- 
veyed, The surveyor’s ‘recorded — fig- 
ures may be in error, and his > writ- 
ten description may not coincide with 
the line. he has traced on the © tree 
trunks with his hatchet, but blazes 
are Unchanging, and In a court of 
Jaw they are indisputable evidence. 
They cannot be made-to lie, no cross- 
examination can confuse them, no ar- 
gument refute them. They fix dates 
at accurntcly as they preserve in- 
reriptions; the outer shell which has 
Frown over the sear ix cut away, and 
the rings in the wood beneath the 
‘bark testify to the fate.

_. Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Oct. 20,—In or- 
der that Mitchell Day may be” pro- 
Perly observed to-day, there will be 
4 gencral suspension of mining. ‘The 
Operators would rather the men 
would work, but, under the’ circum- 
stances, they are helpless in the mat- 
ter. -The superintendents of many of 
the collieries were notified yesterday 
that the employes would not report 
for work to-day. There will be street 
Parades ond mass meetings in nearly 
all the towns in the coal ‘region, but 
owing tothe presence of- President 
Mitchell in Wilkes-Barre, it {9° ox- 
pected that tho principal demonstra- 
tion of the day will be held here.

3 ,The Example of Belshazzar ror the 

Ages.

Chicago, Oct. 26.—From one of the 
most thrilling incidents of‘ Bible his 
tory Hev. Frank De Witt ‘Talmage 
draws lessons for the Jife of to-day; 
text, Daniel ¥, 27, “Thou art weigh- 
cd in the balance and found want- 
ing.””- 

These words were spoken In the 
royal, banquet hall of the most fa- 
inous capital in the east. This is 
Boabylom—beautiful, licentious, cor- 
rupt, luxurious, shaaneless Babylon ; 
Labylon the pride of the Chaldeans; | 
Babylon the wonder of the world! 

Ctesius tells us that Labylon was 
sixty miles square, That means its 
area was more than one-third — the 
size of the modern city of Lenion, 
the English bee-hive, with its 5,000,- 
000 inhabitants. It was of such vast 
wealth that within, its central templo 
was an idol inade of solid gold, 
which - alone gras worth over $200,- 
700,000. Its surrounding wells were 
365 {cet high und wide enough to al- 
Jow four chariotcerx to drive their 
sixteen chargers abreast upon the top 
of them, while the moon shimmered 
upon 250 watch towers and tipped 
with light the spears of hundreds of 
sentinels and shone Upon a hundred 
fates of solid biass; which swung op- 
en to let friends im and clanged shut 
to keep ensinies out. 

Standing upon the heights- of the 
famous hanging gardens, which Neb- 
ucha¢nezzar, th: king who lad court- 
ed Amytis among the hills of Ecba- 
toaa, bad thrown up to humor a 
whim of his queen, we can see off in 
the distance the mighty river Euph- 
rates Qowing through the midst of 
the metropolis and cutting the city 
in twain. Along the wharfs of the 
river were daily Ecard the crics of 
the sailors unloadirg from the ships 
cargoes of merchandise and foodstulls 
as well as the gold and silver rnd 
myrrh and precious stones imported 
In the centre of 
the capital we can also sce whert the 
engineers had gathered the water of 
this mighty river into a large artifi- 
celal loke forty miles square. . This 
lake was wide enough and deep 
«nough to harbor all the modern 
navies of the world. In it all these 
thips of war could drop their anch- 
ors, fold their white sails and float 
side by side in peace. 

The boulevards of this ancient city 
wero pillarcd with statuary, The 
streets encircled the busy’ marts 
where merchants wrangled for barter 
and gain or hd down to the magnifl- 
eent bridges which spanned the riv- 
er. These bridges were flanked with 
palaces, whero beauty and weulth 
loitered away the lazy hours or sang 
theniselves to sleep, verndled in the 
graceful gondolas, which = gently 
yressed the waters jnto ripples or 
contemmuously tumbled the foam 
from off their crested breasts. Every 
where artesian wells tossed* up the 
waters into forntains, shining 
throigh which the sun arched the 
flowers with rainbays, while birds of 
brilliant hue, whosdJancestors had 
been brought from tropical climes, 
stopped their singing long enough to 
quunch their thirst or to cleanse their 
gorgeous plumace. ‘There in the eve- 
ning hour these fountains lifted up 
their ling. Shite their cheeks blushed 
into a ep red for the gcod night 
kiss of the setting sun. 

But we must hurry on to-night and 
not linger over the scenic delights of 
this, famous capital, for I am going 
to lead you into the royal banguct 
hall, where Telsharzar, the hing, of 
the Chaldeans, is giving g great 
feast to a thousand lords of his 
kingdom, He is giving this feast 
to-night in a hall decorated — wit 
Uie trophies of conquest and the tri- 
umph of art, with the air rhythmic 
with song and redolent with incense, 
with the facea of his deud ancestors 
pletured upon the walls or chiseled 
hy the sculptors in marble of purest 
white. He is giving this feast in o 
banquet hall where the sandaled foot 
strikes mosaic floor or sinks into 
roftest rug: where, under the light, 
the precious xtones sparkle and 
glean, as the jeweled hand of an ar- 
istocrat pushes buck the tapestry or 
lifts the golden chalice to the lip. 
The king is given this’ drunken feast 
to show his contempt for the besieg- 
ing army of Cyrus the Great, which 
for n ly two long years had fruit- 
lessly iaid siege to his capital, that 
seemed impreguahle. 

But at last, in this bancuet hall, 
at this famous ‘feast, when the in- 
toxicated eye became more. brilliant 
than the diamonds glittering upon 
the naked throats of the ‘assembled 
Kucsts and the flushed cheeks redder 
than the wine cup, there appears » 
marvelous sight. Out of space there 
stretches a hand—an arintess, bodi- 
less hand—and with the finger of 
this strange hand for a pen a hid- 
den power writes there pwiunl words 
of doom upon the wall of that ban- 
quet hall. It fs to interpret one of 
those words, ‘‘tekel."' which means 
“thou oct weighed in the balances 
and art found wanting,”” that I am 
to-~lay preaching this sermon. I 
preach upon © this one word because 
these fatal five Ictters announced to 
Relshazzar, the king of the Chal- 
deans, that night that he had to die. 

God's balanres always have ac- 
cordant weights. Be weighs every 
man according to the work which ho 
has given him to do. He weighs ev- 
ery man in proportion to the reli, 
fous opportunities that havo sur. 
rounded his past life. He welghs ev- 
ery man with reference to the Chris- 
tian home in which he was born and

Wonen-which hare been uttercd © in 
his behalf. “God weighs a inan not 
only ‘with regard to, his sins of con 
mission, but also as to what” he 
might have accomplished for God bad 
he applied himself for his Divine Mas- 
ter us he should ‘have donc. 

‘When God © jn this royal banquet 
hall of rpatyion held high the bal- 
ances wit which he weighed belshuz- 
zar, the king of the Chaldcan:, God 
weighed that life by a standard cm- 
tircly different from that with which 
he would weigh tho‘life of an ignor- 
ant, trutal African cannibal, taubht 
from the days of his youth that it 
Was right and honorable to cat the 
roasted ficsh (of his captives and 
slaves. Cod placed in one of the 
scales of hia balar.ces all Belshazzar's 
infinite opportanities for doing good 
Qs the mighty rulcr of the wealthiest 
capital of the cast. God placed in 
that one scale all Delshazzar’s  op- 
Portunities for knowing, anit. learning 
about th: true God and bis divine 
love. Lelshazzar was not, 1% yvomo 
suppose, the heathen ruler of a heath- 
en notion. He was the grandson of 
tho Nebuchadnezzar whose famous 
Prime minister was Daniel, the migh- 
ty man of God. In all probability 
he had,heard from Danicl’s own lips 
the commandinents‘of the God of the 
‘ews, and how that God had pro- 
teeted ths prophet and closed (the 
mouths of tke himgery wild beasts 
when his servant was thrown into the 
lion’s den. Daniel, at the time of 
which) I speak. was about eighty 
years -of age. He could have testifi- 
ed and in all probability did testify 
to Belshazzar how the love of the 
truce (iod had cared for his believing 
child, now for nearly fourscore ycurs. 
So the word written on the wall of 
that Lanquct hat wus the record of 
a test. DBelshazzar’s opportunities 
of leading a godly life had been plac- 
ed in one acate, and when the evil ef- 
fects of the Hfe he did lead were put 
in the other scale it had gene down 
like a fash. That was the inevitable 
result. Fe had becn weighed in the 
balances and found wanting. 

My brother and sister, are you 
ready to Jet Cod hold aloft the saine 
balances with which ho weighed Lcl- 
shazzar’s life in the royal banquct 
hall of Babylon? Are you rcaily to 
Ict him weigh the results of your 
life? “Oh, no,” you answer; “my 
life is nothing to what it ought to 
be, when I think of my. past relig- 
fous bringing up. No one had a 
better nor more consccratcd Chris- 
tian mother than T have had. No 
one to-day hes a more conscczated 
praying wife then I have. Every 
night even my little children pray for 
me and yet I ain unwilling to pray 
for myself or do what I ought to 
do.’ If all this be true, then, my 
Lrother, how ore you to escape the 
doom of him who sat in Babylon's 
tanquet hall? You are tcing. wcigh- 
ed in the balances and found want- 
ing. x 

It is an awful and heartrending 
sight to see a man stand up and con- 
fess that ho has crushed out of his 
heart the religious iniluences which 
surrounded his ‘carly life. I once 
heard of an old inan who arose ina 
great religious meeting and, facing 
the audience, said substantially this:

banquet hall and changed the wassail 
of wine into a carnival of blood. So, 
my brother, at tke very time when 
you fecl you are most secure and can 
sin with the greatest safety, God is 
watching yo\rsecret sin and he fs 
decrecing that you must die. Oh, 
man of sinful) habit, hearing to-night 
of Belshazzar s banquct hall, do. you 
not feel that you can never estape 
the scruting ‘of God's all seeing exe.

We 
‘would not dare for one instant to 
preach a sermon Ypon God's balances 
at Belshazzar’s feast unless we could 
Place the greatest emphasis upon this 
idea. It would be appalling to depict 
the horror of, sinner’s efernity, un- 
less at the same time we could offer a 
Pardon forall sins to all people if 
they would only all be willing to be 
cleansed of their sins in the blood of 
the Lainb.

The Fcrestry Work of the Exp2ri- 


mental Union 


Dr. B E. Fernow, Director of the 
New, York State College of Forestry, 
has been secured by the Experimental 
Union to deliver two addresses on 
Forestry at its annual meeting, to 
b> held at the Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph. on the 8th and 0th 
of Ixcemter next. Dr. Fernow isan 
abl: speaker, is one fof the best au- 
thoritics on forestry in the United 
Statez, and is also familiar with the 
forestry problem of Ontario. The 
atudy of forestry is recognized as a 
part of the agricultural pducation in 
th: United States. In each of thir- 
ty-five Staterof the American Un- 
ion forestry forms a part of tho 
courss of the Agricultura! College. 
br. A. C True, of ths United States 
Department of Agricilture, in an 
address wh'ch he gave before tho 
National Summer School of Agricul- 
ture, held at Columbus, Obio, during 
July, 1902, outlined ths system of 
agricultural education in the United 
States. From this address [take the 
following quo.ations: “Agricultura 
imay be uivided into plant production, 
animal production, agricultural tech- 
nology, rural engineering ani rural 
economies. . . . Plant production 
may b> subdivided into agronomy, 
wh ch deals with What j.r6 commonly 
called field or farm crops; horticul- 
ture. whch doals with vegetables, 
fruits, ornamental plants, especially 
as grown in gardens, small planta- 
tions oc parks; and forestry, which 
deals with trees and shrubs grown 
in large tracts. It is obvious that 
the boundary; of these divisions of 
plant productioa cannot be very ex- 
act. Whetber a certain kind pt tree 
shall U:\considercd a forest treo or 
an Ornamengsl plant will cepeni on 
th: method ef its culture and its 
us." 

At th: Ontar’o Agricultural College 
lectures on forestry have been given 
regularly lo ths students for upwards 
of twenty years. Plantations of pine, 
spruc:, larch, ash, oak, maple, wal- 
nut, cic, have been wet out on ahe 
college farm from time to time. 
Th>re, atong with the four natural 
wood Jots, ars used as object lessons 
for th: students and others. All this 
in conjunction with the courses al- 
ready ostabUshed in horticalture, 
botany, entomology, physics, cte., 
make. an excellent foundation for a 
more complete courss on Forestry. 
Theso subjects are all go closely 
associated that the study of any ona 
of them assists in ths study of the 
rest. It requires all these subjects to 
make a complote whole, any part of 
wheh can be specialized according ta 
the desire of the student when fit- 
ting himself for his fife work.

Winnipeg, Oct. 30.—Undismayed by 
their experience of the past few days, 
and despite the hardships. cncouriter- 
«aon the march towurds Yorkton 
between’ seven and cight hundred 
Doukhobors ‘yesterday afternoon took 
up their ‘straggling. line of march 
along the railway, Lack toward Wip- 
nipog. 

‘The women and children who had 
been cared for by the Yorkton citi- 
zens, were left behind, 

The first intimation the immigra- 
tion offcials had of this new move- 
ment was the gathering together near 
th@stown of nearly the entire Douk- 
hobor army in one grand session of 
Prayer and song, which lasted from 
carly morning till 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. ; 

The movement was well under way 
before it could be checked by the off- 
cials. A party of mounted police of 
whom there are forty Icft Yorkton, 
and several special mounted consta- 


bles, pursued them, and, rounding 
‘them up, marched them back to 
town.

Corporal Junget, N.W.MLD,, leading 
tho Yan. ees . 

AM went well untif they turned up 
the street leading north toward their 
villages. Up to this time they’ had 
traveled between the horsemen as pa- 
tiently and as stolidly as a herd of 
stall fed stoers, but when they rea- 
lized that they were being driven 
back to their villages, they came to 
a full stop. 

The police and special constables 
spurred and Lacged their horses in 
amongst them, but the sea of Mouk- 
hobors opencd and swaliowed them 
up. Th: plunging, rearing | horses 
moved themselves, but not one inch 
further moved the crowd. 

At length the efforts of the police 
proving unavailing. they desisted 
and the Doukhobors were allowed ‘to 
retire to the outskirts of the town,

Young Carl Venson Said, When He Shot 
Mie Sister Dead. 


St. Catharines, Oct. 30.—The aw- 
fulfatality of ‘Tuesday night, by 
which Miss Muricl Benson lost her 
life, through the carcless handling of 
aritle iu the hands of her brother, 
Carl, aged 14 years, has caused pro- 
found grief throughout the city. It 
appears that young Carl.Henson and 
Earl McCallum were in the kitchen 
ofthe Benson residence, when Carl 
undertook to explain how the> cart- 
ridge is withdrawn from. the rifle. Io 
was cautioned by his sister to be 
more careful in handling the weapon.

THE RICHEST CANADIAN, . 


Remarkable Living Example of Great 
Wealth Won in Old Age. 


The most remarkable living ex- 
ample of great wealth wen in old age 
is that of Lor! Strathcona, who is 
by far the richest man in Canada. He 
ix.now eighty years of age, and was 
nearly sixty when his great oppor- 
tunity came to him. A native of 
North Scotlend. born plain Denald 
A. Smith, he came to Canada while 
stil in his teens, ax a clerk in) the 
survice of tho Hudscn Day Company, 
and, until 1867, mest /of bis fife w 





spent in the wilds of Lakrador. He- 


was gradtially advanced, until he 
reached the highest post in the com- 
pany’s service. but ho was verging 
on old age whin be finally emerged 
from the crowded ranks of compara- 
tively yoor mes. It was 1875 that 
opportunity knocked ut his door, and 
Was recognized with the eye of gen- 
jus. One of his closest friends was 
James Joi, who was doing a 
freighting business between St. Paul 
and Winnipeg. ‘The two men compar- 
ed notes and agreed that much mon- 
ey Was to be made from the Manito- 
ba Kaijway. which extended from St. 
Paul ove? Minnesota and the Dako- 
fas. It was built by Aisterdam 
capitalists, but the panic of 1873 
forced the company into bankruptcy, 
and its bonds were a drug in the 
qmarkets of the world. : 

Mr. Smith and Mr. Hill saw that, 
with the return of prosperity, which 
they believed to be at hand, the road 
would Lecome a Profitayle property. 
‘They’ had not the money to buy it, 
but Mr. Sntith Bad’a cousin, who, 
having scttled,in Canada in his 
youth, hei rapidly climbed to 
a name and recollection for them- 
selves within South Africa which 
wealth. and Was at that moment 
president of the Bank of Montreal. 
This friend, Heorge Stephen, when 
consulted, entered into the plan with 
enthusiasin. He supplicd the moncy 
to-buy the road, and, by the rise of 
ita stock to par, Smith, Hill, and 
Stephen were all made multi-million- 
afres. Since then, Lord Strathcona, 
to call Mr. Smith by the title which 
Queen Victoria bestowed upon him in 
3887, has steadily added to his 
wealth. He took a prominent part 
in the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. and is » controlling 
factor in its affairs, nnd in those of 
the Bank of Montreal. Ile ‘is also 
said to hold a majority of the shares 
of stock of ths Hudson Bay Con- 
pany- This company has stores in 
all of thy towns and citics of West- 
ern Canada, and has the cream of 
the retail trade, while further north 
it has a virtual monopoly of the 
fur business. Yet, had Lord Strath- 
cona died in middle age, he would 
have left his family Httle save an 
honored naine, J 





Sir Eatmund Head's Moose.

Toronto, and at 
the sume time a notice shall be sent 
to the Provincial Treasurer, in a 
form also prescribed. Upon ths re 
ceipt of the firat‘named form the So- 
licitor ta the Treasury shall deter- 
mine whether in hix opinion the pro- 
perty is Hable for suceession duty. It 
is also provided that no letters pro- 
bate or letters of adminiatrition 
shalt ixsuc without the consent in 
writing of the Solicitor to the ‘Treas- 
ury or sonwone deputed by the Treas- 
uree to act for him. *

They are going 
in the direction of Salt Coats. 

Cowboys and 4. l, Baffled. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 31.—Forced to de- 
sist from violent measures by the ut- 
ter indifference of the horde of Douk- 
hobors surrounding Yorkton, the 
cow- 
boys, which, for the past two days, 
have been endeavoring to compel 
these enthusiasts to return to their 
farms, has been drayn off by the au- 
thorities, and the invaders left to 
pursue their quest for Jesus. 

“We cut ‘em loose,"* said onc 
the cowboys who Was herding ths 
Doukhobora yesterday. “In the 
mere expression of the Irnguage at 
the officer commanding, they have 
*Iet “em goto tae Devil.’ *’ 

Despite the roughness, and in some 
cases, brutal measures of the cow- 
boys employtd by the Government 
officials, the Douthobors refused to 
be moved. 

“The Kussinn Government could 
not drive us with its thouxinds of 
Cossacks and their knouts, and this 
Government canpot drive us with oa 
few boys oa horseback,” said an 
English-speaking Doukhobor yester- 

The troops are nuw guarding wo- 
men and children given shelter in the 
town. 

Early yesterday morning a second

body of  Doukhobors, numbering 
ubout 800, left Yorkton, en route to 
Winnipeg. 


Late last night word reached here 
that the mod had arrived at Sot 
Coats, some eightecn miles cast of 
Yorkton: The inhabitants of Salt 
Coats are at their wit’s-end to know 
how to deal with them. 

Tho Doulhobors -have deserted 
their women and children at Yorkton 
apparently indifferent as to what" be- 
comes of ‘them. : 

Mayor Hopkins of Yorkton is be- 

coming alarmed for the sanitary con- 
dition of the town. There are 450 
women and children in the immigra- 
tion sheds, and hundreds in the ele- 
¥ators, the Orange Hall and the 
warchouses. 
Major Strickland, N.W.31.P., pass- 
for 
Yorkton, He will endeavor to turn 
ack the Doukhoburs now at Salt 
Coats and intimnted that force would 
be used provided they refused to re 
turn to their homes. 

J. A, MeGee, farmer of Yorkton, 
district, wired the following appeal 
to The Telegram: 

**Have just had opportunity of in- 
Veatigating conditions of women and 
children confined in buildings here 
and the situation is appalling. I have 
been in connection with John Snell, 
nfarwer near here, and George A. 
Bull, bought a quantity of food" for 
the women and children confined in 
these buildings. It was with some 
little diMculty that we got them to 
take the food at all, but being fam- 
ished after, they had made a start, it 
was Very difficult to restrain their 
appetites. The measures taken here 
by Government officials are absolute- 
ly inadequate. The Government offi- 
clals informed us that they are hold- 
ing now nearly twenty thousand dol- 
lars of Doukhobors’ money, but the 
women and children” are starving. 
Tho situation which is facing us at 
present, I really believe, is absolute 
starvation onthe part of a great 
number of these people. There is not 
sufficient food in sight at the present 
time to feed them for more than two 
orthree days, and should they de- 
cide to remain with us the situation 
will ehen be frightful. If it be pos- 
sible to avoid sending out alarming 
news I would suppress this telegram, 
but there seems to be an indifference 
in regard to the situation which is 
linble to lead to extremely bad re 
sults. That the town of Yorkton 
tnay be relieved from an intolerable 
situation as well as some relicf be- 
ing given to a inisguided pecple is a 
consummation devoutly to be wish- 
et."
